The Stockholders of the Virginia Central Railroad Company as- 
sembled this day, in Annual Meeting, at the African Church, in the 
City of Richmond, pursuant to public notice. 

On motion of Col E. Fontaine, Horace L. Kent, Esq., was appointed 
Chairman, and J. Garrett and C. J. F. Netherland were appointed 
Secretaries of the meeting. 

On motion of Mr. Charles Carter, the Chairman appointed a 
Committee of three to receive and examine proxies, and to ascertain 
whether or not a quorum was present. 

The Committee consisting of Mr. Chas. Carter, Mr. Jno. Wood, 
Jr., and Mr. C. J. F. Netherland, after a. short retirement, reported 
that a quorum was present, which being announced to the meeting 
by the Chairman, Col. E. Fontaine, President of the Company, 
read the Annual Report of the President and Directors to the Stock- 
holders. 

On motion of Mr. James^Lyons the report was received. 

On motion of Mr. Lyons, the salary of the President of the Com- 
pany was increased to ten thousand dollars per annum* 



Mr. James Lyons nominated Col. E. Fontaine, the present Presi- 
dent of the Company, for re-election for the ensuing year, and he 
was unanimously re-elected. 

The propriety of declaring a dividend being brought before the 
meeting by Mr Isaac Davenport, Jr., various propositions upon the 
subject were considered, when it was finally disposed of by the adop 
tion of the following resolution, Offered by Mr. Wm. F. Gordon, 
Jr., viz: 

Resolved^ That the Board of Directors be requested to declare forthwith such divi- 
dend as in their judgment may be consistent with the interest of the Company, not 
exceeding tix per cent. 

Mr. Lyons then nominated Messrs. N. B. Hill and Dr. John R. 
Woods for re-election as Directors on the part of Stockholders other 
than the State, and they were re-elected unanimously. 

On motion of Mr. Lyons, the pay of the Directors, and Commit- 
tee on Accounts, was fixed at thirty dollars per diem during actual 
service. 

On motion of Mr. Davenport, the following resolution was 
adopted, viz : 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of the Stockholders that the present rate of charges 
is inadequate, and this Company should advance its rates of fare and freight. 

On motion of Mr. Lyons, the following resolution was adopted, 

viz : 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the President and Directors to make such 
allowance to the employees of the Road for the past year, as they deem just and 
reasonable. 

On motion of Mr. Chas. Carter, the Chairman was authorized to 
appoint the regular Standing Committees ; whereupon the following 
were appointed :

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REPORT OP COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE THE ROAD. 



To the Stockholders of the Virginia Central Railroad : 

As a member of the Committee to examine the Road, I make the 
following report : 

The extensive injuries to the Road between Staunton and Waynes - 
borough, in September last, by the enemy, have been repaired. The 
span of the iron bridge at the latter place, which was destroyed, has 
been replaced by a substantial trestle structure, and the Road is in 
a better condition from Staunton to Richmond, than for many years 
past. The ditching is nearly completed along the whole line. Be- 
tween Gordonsville and Louisa Court House the iron is more worn 
than on any other part of the Road ; but if the iron bent by the 
enemy, east of the mountain, were straightened, and used in place 
of the worn iron, the Road might be kept in good condition for run- 
ning the trains for many years, without any additional outlay for 
iron. 

On that portion of the Road east of the Blue Ridge, nearly all 
of the cross-ties on hand, were used in repairing those parts of it 
destroyed by the enemy in May and June. There is a scarcity of 
both wood and cross-ties, so that an increased force will be needed 
during the coming winter to keep a supply equal to the demand of 
the Road. The stock of locomotive^ is iully sufficient for the Road, 
and most of them are in good order. 

Mr. Whitcomb, General Superintendent, and Mr. Richardson, 
Road Master, accompanied me, and furnished every convenience for 
making the examination.

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REPORT. 



To the Stockholder* </ the Virginia Central Railroad Company: 

The past fiscal year has been one marked by extraordinary diffi- 
culties and embarrassments. The history of this Company has 
doubtless not been forgotten, when the construction of the road was 
trammelled by the want of public confidence, by financial weakness 
and legislative opposition ; but whatever trials and troubles were 
presented at that time in its construction, they were met and over- 
come with greater ease than the impediments which were encoun- 
tered during the past year in the administration of its business. 
Circumstances attending the war had produced an entire change in 
the mode of supplying the Road with wood, cross-ties, and lumber 
generally. Formerly, contractors vied with each other in furnish- 
ing these supplies, and the Company had no trouble in providing for 
all their wants at reasonable prices, and in any quantities they 
thought proper ; and without any difficulty, negro labor was hired 
to keep the track in order. But as the war progressed, the negroes 
in the country bordering on the Road, either ran off, or were forci- 
bly abstracted by the enemy ; the teams were impressed by the Gov- 
ernment, and the contractors were enlisted in the army. Before the 
Company could adapt itself to this changed condition, the Road had 
become almost stripped of wood and cross-ties. During the last 
winter, for the want of timber and fuel, and of labor on the track 
and in the shops, the transportation became extremely precarious, 
and the supply of Gen. Lee's army became a source of painful anxi- 
ety more easily conceived than expressed. During the year, how- 
ever, arrangements were made which have secured for the time much 
relief. The Confederate Government, becoming convinced of the 
necessity of giving the Company some aid, detailed a number of 
men on condition that they would contract with the Company to 
furnish wood and ties, and thus a good supply for the present was 
procured ; but we regret to say that a large number of our ties and 
some wood was destroyed by the enemy in their frequent raids on 
the Road. Congress passed an act, exempting from military duty 
a certain number of men for Railroad service, and thus mechanics 
were obtained for the shops, although they have been taken from us 
on occasions of emergency, and our machinery has suffered much in 
consequence thereof. 
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BUDS OF THE ■NEMY. 



During the present calendar year, the enemy have been on this 
Road at eight different times and places. They have destroyed in 
the aggregate about eighteen miles, of track, and burned a large 
amount of property, details of whioh are oontained in the report of 
the Superintendent. 

On tne 29th of February, Gen, Kilpatrick passed by Beaver Dam 
in his march towards Richmond, and burned all the Company's 
property at that place, but did very little injury to the track. 

On the 9th of May , Gen. Sheridan, making another advance on 
Richmond, reached Btever Dam at tne time Gta Lee oommeneed 
accumulating stores there ; several unloaded trains were surprised, 
two engines were disabled, and twenty- nine cars burned, th^ wheels 
of which were rendered entirely unfit for use in consequence of the* 
excessive beat produced by the burning of bacon atad oW*er articles 
which were not unloaded when the enemy arrived. In their retreat 
from the vicinity of Richmond, the* Ckickafcomtny bridges and some 
trestle wotk were burned. 

- On the 2©th of M&y, a small' raiding party burned the trestle 
bridged near Hadover Court House, and one car, found at that 
place. 

On the 28th of May, a part of Gen. Gf ant's army occupied the 
Road between Anderson's and Hewlett's ; while there they tore up 
44 miles of track, burning the ti^s and' bending the rails, many of 
which will be unfit? for use until they are re-rolled. 

The trestles at Hanover Court House, which were destroyed 'on the 
20th of May, had just been rebuilt, when they were again visited 
on the 1st of June, at which time they destroyed 2$ miles of track, 
and burnt South Anna bridge, this being the third Whioh has been 
destroyed over that stream. 

On the 5th > of June, Gen. Hunter burned all the Company's 
buildings at Staunton and Fishersville, the bridges between those 
points, and 1 nine west of Staunton, including that at Goshen, and 
destroyed three milfes of track. 

On the 12th of June, Gen. Sheridan, having passed up the north 
side of the North Anua River, from the direction of Hanover Town, 
crossed into Louisa and destroyed' about three miles of track ueais 
Trevillian's. 

On the 26th of September, Gen. Sheridan's cavalry came to Staun- 
ton, and thence to Waynesboro', on which occasion all the Com- 
pany's property in Waynesboro' was burned, and one span of the 
bridge at that point destroyed. 

By the activity and energy of Wm. G« Richardson, Road Master, 
his assistant, J. T. Maynard, and Geo. Thomason, principal Road 
Carpenter, and other employees of the Company, the 1 damages to the 
Roadway, as they occurred, were repaired in a very short time on the 
whole line, thus preventing any serious interruption to the business 
of transportation. The Board have thought it. unwise to rebuild. 
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at the present time, any of the depots which hare been burned, ex- 
cept that at Staunton, which seems to be indispensable.

An amount of interest on the debt, about $20,000, has not been 
called for, and remains unpaid. 

The question of declaring in September the regular semi-annual 
dividend, was fully considered by the Board, but it was omitted in 
consideration of the very heavy damages inflicted on the Road by 
the enemy, some of which are not fully repaired, and the possibility 
of their repetition. 

A superficial view of the subject might induce the expectation 
that from an amount of gross receipts, exceeding two and a half 
millions of dollars, a larger available net balance ought to have 
been realized than that shown by the above exhibit ; but it will not 
be a matter of surprise when the amount of extraordinary expenses 
and the enormous increase of prices are considered, together with 
the fact that when the Road was stopped, revenue was lost, while 
expenses continued, and that a large proportion of the business of 
the Company has been done for the Government at rates which did 

* This sum is a new appropriation, ordered by the Stockholders at their Annual

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not pay expenses. On mature reflection it can scarcely be consid- 
ered extravagant to say that the average cost of operations this year 
are ten fold what they were before the war, when, as appears by the 
annexed table taken from the Report of the General Superinten- 
dent,* that the prices of many leading articles of expense have in- 
creased since the year 1860, from thirty to fifty fold, and when it 
appears, by the vouchers of the Company, that the cost of a single 
barrel of oil this year,f exceeds, by upwards of $600, the whole cost 
of " Oil, Tallow, Lard and Grease for the year 1862." 

The fact that so large an amount of the gross receipts have been 
consumed in expenses, is accounted for in part by the increase of 
prices and the occurrence of many eoctraordinary expenses, viz : the 
payment of $66,666 89 to the Richmond;, Fredericksburg, and Poto- 
mac Railroad Company, in settlement of their suit of long standing. 
$50,292 97 for repairing the Brooksville Tunnel and rebuilding Cow- 
pasture bridge, the cost of two locomotives, $44,594 05, which 
amounts to nearly five per cent of the capital stock of the Company, 
to say nothing of reconstructing eighteen miles of track torn up by 
the enemy. But it is proper to state that the consumption of so 
large a proportion of the gross r&eipts does not so much prove the 
greatness of the expense as the smallness of the receipts, or rather 
the inadequacy of the rates of charge. The expenses of adminis- 
tration have not been too large, but the charges for Government, 
transportation, which constitute the larger portion of our business, 
have not been remunerative, and consequently the receipts have 
been too small. From a calculation made by the Superintendent, 
if the whole business of the Company had been done at the rates paid 
by the Government, instead of the small profit now exhibited on the 
year's operations, the Company would have been brought in debt 
nearly $275,000. But the Board are glad to say that the Govern-

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nient "has at last become convinced of the injustice of thus imposing 
this indirect double tax, and have agreed, for the future, to allow 
an increase of rates. 

The result of the operations of this Company for the past year, 
has vindicated at least one of the Railroad Companies of the Con- 
federacy from the charge of growing rich since the commencement of 
the war j by extravagant charges. A fair and unprejudiced investi- 
gation of the subject will show that the Stockholders of Railroad 
Companies, generally, are probably the only persons in the Confed- 
eracy whose capital has not been productive since the war com- 
menced. This Company has not declared more than 7 per cent per 
annum at any time in Confederate paper, and this year only 3 per 
cent.

The cost of the Road and equipment remains without material 
change. The whole cost up to the present time, as stated in the 
Treasurer's Report, is $5,937,307 25. 

BBOOKVJXLB TUNNEL. 

During the last fall, a defect was discovered in the construction of 
the arch of this Tunnel, and during the winter serious apprehen- 
sions were felt lest it might give way before the necessary support 
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could be introduced. It is gratifying, however, to report that after 
consultation with engineers of eminent ability, our Chief Engineer, 
H. D. Whitcomb ; adopted a plan for strengthening the work which 
seems to promise entire security, and it has so far progressed as to 
quiet all fears on the subject. 

ROAD WAT. 

The general condition of the Road is better than would be ex- 
pected from the heavy service to which it has been subjected. For 
details on this subject, reference is made to the report of the General 
Superintendent. 

The Road between Staunton and Goshen having been much in- 
jured by the enemy, and all the bridges burned, the Board was 
doubtful as to the expediency of repairing it at the present time ; 
but the Government desiring it to be done, and wishing to use some 
iron from the west end of the Road, an arrangement has been made 
by which it is to be done at its expense, on terms and conditions 
which are deemed satisfactory for the interests of the Company. 

DIFFICULTY WITH XH1 P0SI1CA8TKR 8HNBRAL. 

An address of the President of this Company to the Stockholders 
has been published, explaining the causes of the controversy x>n this 
subject, which induced the Postmaster General to suspend the trans- 
portation of the mails on this Road, Although that address has 
probably reached the hands of most of the Stockholders, it is proper 
here to say that the course pursued by the Board insisting on certain 
modifications of the old contract is not to be regretted, as the agita- 
tion of the jsubject caused a thorough consideration on the part of 
the Postmaster, which resulted in satisfying him that some changes 
were necessary in the terms of the contract, and accordingly, in a 
commendable spirit of concession, such modifications as met the 
vie^s of the. Board were made, and the whole difficulty has been 
adjusted. 

IMPQ&XATION OF SUPPLIES. 

The Stockholders were informed crt the last meeting that the 
Board had united with several other companies in the importation 
of articles of necessity which could only be obtained in the Confed- 
eracy at very great cost, and. some of them not at any price,, except 
from those who had imported through the blockade, Though some 
of the articles were captured, in amount about one-fourth of the 
whole purchase, those received, if valued at present prices in this 
country, are worth more than the cost and charges of the whole, 
and a portion are still in Bermuda* 

The articles imported were bought of Messrs. Charles Jojee & 
Co., of London, and the boodg &j the amount, $11,114 13, are 
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payable in October, 1865, Thirty-five thousand dollars of Confed- 
erate eight per cent bonds were deposited with them as collateral 
security. The first and second instalments of interest have been 
paid by the proceeds of a joint shipment of cotton, leaving a bal- 
ance due the importing Railroad Companies of £167 12s 5d, a sum 
nearly sufficient to pay the interest to the 1st of April, 1865, on the 
joint purchase. 

The sum of $201,000 has been invested by this Company in the 
Confederate States cotton coupon Joan, at a premium of 50 per cent. 
Giving $134,000, or one hundred and thirty bonds, of $1,000 each, 
redeemable in 1883, paying six. per cent interest per annum, either 
in specie, or cotton at 12 cents per pound, at the option of the Gov- 
ernment. 

The interest if paid in cotton would be 500 pounds for each bond 
of $1,000, or 67,000 pounds of cotton per annum. One year's in- 
terest was due on the 1st of June last, but taking it for granted 
that the cotton would be tendered, in view of the difficulties of 
shipment abroad, it was thought best to permit the interest to re- 
main in arrears. This outlay, though made for the special object of 
obtaining specie or cotton to pay the bond for our importation, is 
a valuable investment, looking to the future interests of the Com- 
pany. The Board forbear to make any specific estimate of its value, 
as the many contingencies to which it is subject would make the re- 
sult uncertain, but it does not need any specious array of figures to 
show the value of these bonds. When the interest and principal is 
realized, without taking into account any premium on exchange, 
the Company will have received 1,340,000 pounds of cotton, if paid 
in that medium for the interest, and at their maturity in 1883, the 
principal of the bonds, $134,000, will be paid in specie or cotton at 
12 cents per pound.

It would be proper to add to the expenditures the depreciation in 
iron, machinery, buildings, bridges, &c, and the cost of oAer work 
which, for want of labor and materials, is deferred for thypresent. 
„JThis would amount to a large sum in the present currency, but as 
the work of renewal and repairs must be limited during the war, 
and cannot therefore be paid for in the present currency, I refer to 
it only to show that the amount of net revenue is more apparent 
than real. *• 

The amount actually expended and charged to transportation ex- 
penses is 81 4-10 per cent of the receipts *. This large per centage 
is readily accounted for. Besides the losses in revenue and the ex- 
traordinary expenses to which the Company has been subjected from 
the raids of the enemy, the rates for passengers and freight have 
been very low when. compared with the prices paid for nearly every 
article which contributed to the expenses. As complaints have been 
made in some quarters of the rates now charged by Railroad Com- 
panies, it is proper to make some statements on this subject.

It must also be re- 
membered that the loss of revenue from early in May to July 1st, and at other .times, 
when the trains were interrupted, was very considerable, and would, if estimated, 
still further reduce the per centage of expenditures to receipts.

This list could.be extended, and if those articles which are not 
produced in the Confederacy were included, the proportionate rate 
of increase would be stfll more marked. It cannot be doubted that 
the cost of operating a Railroad during the past year has been fully 
ten times as great as it was in 1860. The expenses in that year were 
$274,954 10 ; the expenditures in the past year were $2,212,128 38, 
or about eight and a half times. It will be asked, Why does not 
the result prove the theory to be correct ? The answer is, that the 
repairs of tbe Road and its machinery are not, and cannot, be kept < 
up as they should be ; and the Company is actually expending its 
capital, For this accumulated depreciation must be met at some fu- 
ture day. It should be remembered, however, that when the war is 
over, the cost of renewals will be much less than if executed now. 

It will be seen that the prices paid by the Confederate States for 
transportation, are much less than those paid by individuals. If all 
passengers and freight had been carried at Government rates, the 
receipts of the Road would have been $1,937,521, qr nearly $275,000 
less than the actual expenditures. To say nothing of the deprecia- 
tion, which is not included in the expenditures, it is clear that the 
Company is subjected to a heavy indirect tax for the support of the 
C. 8. Government, in addition to that imposed by law — and it is 
also clear that if the rates of Government transportation were ade^ 
quate, the Company could reduce the rates now charged to private 
citizens, and yet receive the dame gross revenue. 

BAUDS OF THS ENEMY DURING THE TEAR. 

Feb. 29. — The enemy came to Beaver Dam Station and burned the 
buildings, including the roof of the new warehouse. The same 
force on their retreat from Richmond, injured the bridges over the 
Chickahominy. The damages to the Road were repaired 4th of 
March. This is known as the Dahlgreen raid. 

May 9 — The enemy, under Gen. Sheridan, appeared at Beaver 
Dam Station and destroyed twenty-nine cars, mostly loaded with 
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Commissary stores, and injured two locomotives. On the 12th the 
same force occupied the Road near Richmond, and in their retreat in- 
jured the bridges over the Chickahominy, and destroyed the trestle 
about two miles east of Atlee's. The Road was repaired and the 
trains running on the morning of the 14th. 

May 20 — The enemy came to Hanover Court House, and burned 
the two trestles east of the station, and destroyed some track. The 
damage was repaired on the 25th. 

May 25. — The enemy's infantry occupied the Road from one mile 
west of Anderson's, to about the same distance west of Hewlett's.' 
They destroyed A\ miles of traek, beading the rails and burning 
nearly every cross^tie. 

June l. — The enemy again burned the trestles east of Hanover 
Court House, destroyed the water stations, tore up and burned 
about 2\ miles of track, burned many sm^ll trestles and the South 
Anna bridge. ** 

Jimp, 12.— Sheridan's cavalry occupied the Road at and near Tre- 
villian's, and previous to their defeat by (Jen Hampton's force, de- 
stroyed 3£ miles of track and a water station! The damages to the 
Road between Gordonsville and Hanover Junction were repaired by 
the 24th, and those east of the Junction by the 29th of June. It 
is proper to add that these repairs could have been made much sooner 
had it been considered prudent to do so. 

June 6, — The enemy, under Hunter, entered Staunton. The sta- 
tion buildings at Staunton and Fishersville were destroyed, the 
bridges and 3£ miles of track between those points were burned and 
the iron bent. The handsome stone viaduct, west of Staunton, was 
seriously injured, and between that point and Goshen nine bridges 
were burned, and over three miles of track tore up and partially 
destroyed. 

September 26. — Sheridan's cavalry entered Staunton and proceeded 
east as tar as Waynesboro. The station buildings were burned and 
one span of the iron bridge over South river was destroyed. The 
trestle bridges between Waynesboro and Staunton were partially 
burned, and about a mile of track was torn up. The stone viaduct 
west of Staunton, which had been injured by Hunter, was demol- 
ished, with the exception of the abutments The turntable at 
Staunton was also destroyed a secfind time. 

The enemy have now been at every station between Gordonsville 
and Richmond, except Hanover. Junction, and every station west of 
the Blue ride, Hanover Junction is scarcely an exception as the 
enemy were within a few hundred yards for several days. 

In the several raids the enemy has burned 7 water stations. 4 pas- 
senger houses, 4 freight houses, 1 engine bouse, 18 bridges of overx 
30 feet span, and many smaller ones tore up and burned over 18 
miles of track, 3 turntables, 36 cars, 20,000 cross-ties, and a large 
amount of wood, besides other damages which need not be particu- 
larized. The loss ot revenue to the company was large, but X be- 
lieve the army suffered little or no inconvenience, and as this was 
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the great object of the enemy, his operations may be considered a 
failure. 

In connection with the repairs of road due to these raids, I can 
but mention, And with great regret, the death of Thos. P. Moody, 
one of the conductors of passenger trains on this road, It was 
thought necessary to have scouts to warn the working parties in case 
of the approach of the enemy, who were at times very near the road. 
Mr. Moody was one of three who performed this duty. He was 
mistaken by one ot the army scouts for an enemy and killed. Mr. 
Moody had been connected with the road for many years, was al- 
ways a favorite, and has left many friends to mourn their loss. 

ROADWAY. 

Earnest efforts have been made to put the road in good condition. 
A sufficient force was hired in January, and the details of parties 
who could command labor and teams were secured to furnish cross - 
ties and wood. Besides these, we contracted with the proprietors of 
two saw-mills for cross-ties and lumber, and two other mills have 
been worked by the company during a part of the year for the same 
purpose. 

Notwithstanding these preparations our sucoeas has not been such 
as was expected The operations of the enemy have interfered with 
the work, a number of the negroes have deserted or been carried off; 
the engine of one of the mills exploded, and we have been unable 
thus far to make the products of another available. But I am able 
to report that the track is in better order than it was twelve months 
since, and we have made some progress in renewing cross-ties, al- 
though the enemy have destroyed so many in their several raids. 
The iron is more battered than it was last year, but no uneasiness 
need* be felt on that account if the company is allowed to retain the 
material it has now available for repairs. 

The road bed has been well ditched, and several cuts which have 
given trouble in wet weather have been ballasted. At this time the 
track is smoother than it has been for more than twelve months. 

The Cow Pasture bridge has been completed, with the exception 
of the roof and a portion of the masonry in the abutments. It is 
an excellent structure, and has cost thus far $45,567 91. Timber 
for the new Hivanna bridge is being cut, and it will be framed this 
winter. 

The Brookgville tunnel is undergoing extensive repairs. This 
tunnel was excavated through a very treacherous material. The 
arch is elliptical in iorm, and is in most places from three to four feet 
thick. The tunnel is twenty feet high and fifteen feet in extreme 
width. While constructing the arch it was thought hazardous to 
remove the timber which had been introduced to support the sides 
and roofs, and parts of this timber were enclosed in the brick work. 
These timbers beiug pressed upon by the earth and rock outside 
of the arch became powerful levers, and have caused the walls to 
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give way. About a year since, a crack two or three inches in width 
on the inside of the wall was observed near the line where the tie 
beams of the old heading timbers came through ; and at the same 
time the bricks in the arch were being crushed at the apex of the 
tunnel on the inside. It was evident that the sides of the tunnel 
were being forced inward. To meet this thrust on the sides of the 
tunnel a new arch is being introduced, springing from a line about 
twelve feet above the rails and just below the rupture, and having 
its crown about three feet lower than the old arch. The form of the 
new arch is a segment of a circle, and is as fiat as it could be to 
permit the passage of the trains. It has thus far answered the pur- 
pose intended. The old timbers which were built into the wall are 
removed as the new arch is introduced, and it is hoped that no fur- 
ther trouble will be had with this tunnel aftetf the repairs have been 
completed. Two hundred and sixty feet have been already arched 
at a cost of $23,390 73, and 190 feet remain to be arched before the 
tunnel can be considered entirely safe. 

The expenditures for repairs of road have been necessarily heavy . 
The whole line runs through a country which may be considered al- 
most neutral ground. Much valuable time has been lost not only 
by the presence of the enemy, but by fear of his advance. It is 
evident that a much iarger force has been required than would oth- 
erwise have been . necessary, but for this fact. More than two 
month's time, or one-sixth of the expenses of this department have 
been spent in repairs of these damages, to say nothing of time lost in 
the scattering and reorganization of the force. Considering the diffi- 
culties the repairs of road have been well kept up, and due credit 
should be given to those who have this department in charge. 

STATION BUILDINGS AND MXTURESi 

The buildings at Hanover Courthouse, Beaver Dam., Tolersvillp, 
Waynesboro, Fishersville and Staunton are all destroyed, and will 
have to be replaced, after the close of the war. It would be very ex- 
pensive to replace them now* 

MACHINERY. 

The locomotives are decidedly improved in condition. Most of the 
effective engines have been thoroughly repaired, aud are now in ex- 
cellent order. Six have been furnished with chilled tyres, and two 
are now in the shop for that purpose. The tyres which were forged 
last year in the company's shop proved defective in nearly every 
case. The tyres we are now using are of cast iron, and made at the 
Tredegar works. They seem to be equal in quality to any hereto- 
fore received from the United States, Seven engines have been fit- 
ted with new cabs. These repairs have been very expensive, owing 
to the high prices of all materials, but have been made in so tho- 
rough a manner as to warrant the hope that the future will show a 
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decrease in the expenses of this department, unless prices should 
greatly advance. Four hundred and fourty-four wheels for engine 
and car trucks have been bored out and fitted to axles; this is nearly 
one-third of all the wheels used on cars and engines; and the cost 
of the wheels alone delivered at the shop was over $100,000. To 
show how rapidly prices are advancing, I will state that at present 
these wheels would coat over $200,000, or double the average price 
for the year. This department has been under the charge of Mr, 
W. G. t Freeman. > 

CARS. 

But for the destruction of cars by the enemy a creditable addition 
would have been made to the stock of last year. Ten new box cars 
and seven platform cars have been put on the road, and four new 
box cars only need wheels and painting. As the losses from acci- v 
dent have been very few, and fully compensated for otherwise, it is 
but fair to credit the expenses in this department with the cost of 
fourteen new cars, or $140,000. A new passenger car is well ad- 
vanced; four pairs of ne^trucks have been put under old passenger 
cars, fourteen pairs under old freight cars, and ten new freight car 
bodies have been put on old trucks. Thirty-three hand cars, five 
ditching cars, and six large water tanks have been made for the 
road. The number of cars belonging to the company has not been 
counted this year, but is presumed to be as follows : thirty-five 
having been burned by the enemy, and three or four destroyed by 
accidents — 

16 passenger cars. 

4 mail and servant's cars.

The road has been in operation to Jackson's river for only two 
months of the year, and from Staunton to Millboro, for eight months. 
The road west of Staunton will be again in operation in a few weeks. 
No further work has been done in the construction of the road be- 
tween Jackson's river and Covington. 

In all the operations under my charge, the object has been to im- 
prove the road and its machinery, No reasonable expanse has been 
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spared, for it is better to keep the property of the company in good 
condition, even at present cost, than to have the accumulated de- 
preciation of years to pay for after the close of the war. This has 
oeen effected at heavy expense — it cannot be otherwise. In times of 
peace, when prices were low, and we had an open market to select 
from, when economy conld be closely studied, the expenses of the 
road were rather less than one half the gross revenue. At the low- 
est estimate the cost of operating daring the past year has been ten 
times as great as in I860. If repairs are fully kept up, I have no 
doubt the expenses of any railroad would show that rate of increase. 
At the present time it is much more than that. To work the road 
at the former per centage of expenses to receipts, the rates of charge 
should bear some proportion to the advance in pripes of supplies 
and labor, or the company's property must be neglected, -and suf- 
fered to depreciate in value. I have endeavored to avoid the latter 
alternative; and it seems to be impracticable to advance the charges 
on freight and passengers to correspond with the prices paid for sup- 
plies. If that were done the charges on passengers and freight 
would be more than doubled. An examination of this subject will 
convince any person of the truth of this statement. 

CASUALTIES. 

On the 1st of March an axle broke under the ladies' car, causing 
the car to be thrown from the track and overturned. Several per- 
sons were riding on the platforms; one of these was killed and an- 
other had his leg fractured. The axle was new and had been re- 
cently put under the car. These are the only accidents to passen- 
gers during the year. 

I again take occasion to acknowledge the assistance which I have 
received from the officers of the company in the performance of my 
duties, and commend to your favorable notice the conduct and ser- 
vices of all the employees of the company

to this report.

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BY-LAWS 

09 THE 

VIRGINIA CENTRAL RAILROAD COMPANY. 



1. The organization of the Executive Departments of the Com- 

[>any shall consist of the President and Directors, as provided by 
aw, a General Superintendent of Transportation, Principal Freight 
Agent, Road Master, Treasurer, and Chief Engineer, whose duties 
are set forth, and whose powers are limited by the following By- 
Laws. 

2. Every officer of this Company shall be considered as holding 
his office for twelve months, commencing with the first day of Janu- 
ary in each year, but to continue in office until his successor is ap- 
pointed, subject to removal at any time by the appointing power. 
The regular period for election by the Board will be their %st ses- 
sion after the annual meeting of the Company, at which time all 
the officers not elected by the stockholders will be appointed by 
them, except those hereinafter provided, (see Section 15 ;) and no 
new office is to be created, or addition to the present officers shall be 
made, except by the sanction of the Board of Directors. 

3. The salaries of all officers not regulated by the stockholders 
shall be fixed by the Board of Directors, and paid monthly ; but the 
per diem of the Directors may be paid whenever their accounts are 
presented, and the wages of laborers monthly. This section is not 
intended to prevent the Superintendent from fixing the wages of 
engine-runners and day laborers in the shop. 

president's duties and powers. 

4. The President shall hold a vigilant superintendence over all 
the works of the Company in progress, and over all the affairs and 
agents of the Company, and is invested with the power of removing 
any officer appointed under authority of the Board, whenever, in his 
judgment, the interest of the Company requires it. His action in 
any such case to be reported to the Board for their approval. If any 
departure from these rules, or any insubordination occurs, not re- 
quiring removal, the President must report the fact) to the next 
meeting of the Board. 

5. The President and Directors shall make a repojrt to the stock- 

f 
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holders, at their annual meeting, of the condition of the Company, 
the state of its works, the conduct of its officers and agents, and 
such other matters as they may deem expedient and proper • 

6. A committee shall he appointed as soon after each annual 
meeting of the stockholders as is convenient, consisting of the Pre- 
sident and two Directors, to be styled the Executive Committee. 

treasurer's duties and powers. 

7. The Treasurer shall make a report to the Board of Directors 
twenty days prior to' each annual meeting, and oftener, if required 
by the Board, of the receipts and Jisbursements for the year, as well 
as a general report of the condition of the Company from the com- 
mencement, giving a detailed statement of the indebtedness of the 
Company, and the receipts from the different sources of revenue. 
Before entering on the duties of his office, he shall give bond and 
security, in the penalty of twenty thousand dollars or more, if re- 
quired by the Board, payable to the Virginia Central Railroad Com- 
pany, conditioned for the f&ithiul performance of all the duties of 
his office, as Clerk and Treasurer ; and the President and Directors 
shall have power to demand new security of him whenever they shall 
think proper to do so. 

8. The books of the Company shall be balanced quarterly, viz : 
on the first day of January, April, July and October. 

9. The Treasurer shall require the ticket agent at Richmond to 
pay over to him the proceeds of tickets sold every day as soon as 
practicable after the (ram has left, and the conductors to pay their 
daily collections on. the cars on their arrival. Settlements must be 
made with the ticket, agent, by reference to the tickets daily, if the 
Treasurer shall require it. Any unbankable money which cannot 
be disposed of in daily payments in the office, must be 'disposed of 
for bankable money by the Treasurer. The money of the Company, 
not necessarily remaining in his hands for the daily settlement of 
claims against the Company, shall be deposited in such of the banks 
as the President and Directors may order. 

10. No money shall be drawn out of bank, except by the war- 
rant of the Treasurer, countersigned by the acting President ; and 
every warrant shall express on its face on what account it was 
drawn. 

11. The Treasurer may settle any accounts for pay rolls, pro- 
visions, mateAals for ordinary repairs, and for other ordinary cur- 
rent expenses necessary for conducting the affairs of the road, upon 
their being certified to be correct by the President or the General 
Superintendent ; but he shall not pay any other accounts which 
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have not been approved by the Board or the Executive Committee ; 
and all new subjects of expenses, before being incurred by any officer 
of the Company, must first receive the sanction of the Board or Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

12; The Treasurer shall furnish a list of all officers and agents 
of the Company, with their names and pay, to be published in the 
annual report. 

13. The Treasurer shall be allowed a sufficient number of clerks, 
to be determined by the Board, one of whom shall test the amount 
of money due on every Way-bill, whether for up or down freight, 
and charge the same to the a*g3nt, whose duty it is to collect it. He 
shall settle with the principal freight agent in Richmond at least 
once a week, and with the agents in the country at least once a 
month. He shall cause the way-bills to be properly preserved, and 
also have the freight books so kept that the amount due for freight 
in money, received at or sent from each depot, may readily be known. 
In like manner he shall cause all passenger way-bills and tickets to 
be tested, and the proper amounts charged, whether to agents of the 
Company, or connecting lines, so as to show the amount received, 
and the number of passengers arriving at or departing from each 
station ; the passenger tickets and way-bills must be filed and pre- 
served for the inspection of the examining committee. 

14- All claims for purchases connected with the transportation 
department, or supplies for the road and shops, must be adjusted in 
the Superintendent's office before they are paid by the Treasurer, 
and claims on account of the construction of the road must be certi- 
fied by the Chief Engineer But all claims of a doubtful character, 
not under contract, or for purchases made, or services rendered by 
hands in the regular employment of the Company, must be submit- 
ted to the President and Treasurer before they are allowed or. paid. 

DUTIES OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF TRANSPORTATION AND HIS POWERS. 

15. The duty of the Superintendent shall be, (subject to the au- 
thority of the President,) to direct the operations of the transporta- 
tion department, to supervise the workshops of the Company, and 
the keeping the roadway in order by and through the Roadmaster. 
To ensure the efficient performance of his duties, he shall have the 
right to emplo (with the power of removal) the following officers, 
viz : The master of car repairs, master machinist, master smith, and 
yard master in Richmond, all car inspectors, and other hands con- 
nected with the shops, all runners, firemen and brakemen of pas- 
senger trains, freight, material and gravel trains, and' watchmen of 
bridges and tunnels, and conductors of material and gravel trains ; 
the removal of any officers to be reported to the next meeting of the 
Board of Directors, to whom there shall be the right of appeal. 
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16. It shall be his duty to supervise the conduct of road master, 
conductors 'of trains, and all depot agents and clerks ; and shall in- 
spect the whole line at least once in thirty days, unless prevented by 
more important business- In case of misconduct or incapacity, re- 
quiring prompt action, he may suspend any officer under his super- 
vision, with the approbation of tLe President, and make a tempo- 
rary appointment until the next meeting of the Board. In the ab- 
sence of the President, he may act himself. 

17. He will be furnished such number of clerks as the Board 
think proper, and shall make out quarterly,. within twenty days 
after the end of each quarter, a detailed statement of receipts and 
expenditures, compared with the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year ; and annually, twenty days prior to the annual meeting, 
he shall report to the President a detailed statement of the trans- 
portation expenses, under the heads of repairs of roads, repairs of 
engines and cars, train expenses, depot expenses and salaries, and 
any other information required by the President for the information 
of the Board, 

18. He shall also require of the officers on the trains a report, 
and shall keep an account of all injuries to persons or property done 
by trains of the Company, with a statement ot the facts and names 
of witnesses, so that when necessary, any case may be investigated 
by reference to the record. 

19. The usual tables, showing the stock of engines and cars^ 
materials, classification oi business done by the Company, and any 
others required by the Legislature, shall accompany his annual 
report. 

20. All sales of property of any kind must have the sanction of 
the Board 7 of Directors or of the President. 

DUTIES AND POWERS OF ROAD MASTERS. 

21. It shall be the duty of the Road Master, with such assistants 
as the Board may allow, to keep the roadway, depots and water 
stations in proper condition, subject to such instructions as the Gen- 
eral Superintendent may give. 

22. For the efficient performance of his duties he shall employ 
and control, with the power of removal, all the section masters and 
road carpenters ; but in case he has to remove any section master, 
the fact must be reported to the next meeting of the Board. 

23. He shall also hire the hands required for the repairs of road, 
purchase such quantity of wood for the engines as the General Su- 
perintendent may direct, and timber along the line of the road for 
repairs ; all of which must be reported to him. j 
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PRINCIPAL FREIGHT AGENT IN RICHMOND. 

24. He shall be responsible for the shipment and delivery of 
freight, and the collection of money due therefor in Richmond, all 
of which dues shall be considered as payable in cash, and will be 
allowed such number of assistants as, in the judgment of the Board 
of Directors, may be necessary. Before entering on the duties of 
his office, he shall give bond and security in the penalty of - 
thousand dollars or more, if required by the Board, payable to the 
Virginia 'Central Railroad Company, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of all the duties of his office as principal freight agent ; 
and the Board of Directors shall have power to demand new secu- 
rity of him whenever they think proper to do so. They shall also 
require bonds, with sufficient security, from all other officers of the 
Company who receive money. He shall require the collector of up 
freight to pay over to him his daily collections, and make settle- 
ments at least twice a week. 

25. He shall pay over his daily collections to the Treasurer, in- 
cluding those made by the collector of up freight, and settle with 
him once a week, or oftener, if required to do so. 

26. He shall also have copied into a book, to be kept in his office 
for public inspection, a distinct list of every article entered on the 
way bills, whether of freight sent from the depot in Richmond, or 
.received there, with the amount of freight charged, preserving the 
original way bills to be delivered to the assistant Treasurer. 

27. The principal freight agent shall hire such laborers for the 
depot in Richmond as the Superintendent may think necessary. 

28. All the clerks and agents of the Freight Department in Rich- 
mond are to be subject to the authority of the principal freight agent, 
who may exercise the power of suspension and temporary appoint- 
ment, as provided in Section 16, with the Superintendent of Trans- 
portation. 

MEETING OF THE STOCKHOLDERS. 

29. The general meeting of the stockholders, both annual and 
extra, shall be held at Richmond, unless otherwise ordered by a vote 
of the stockholders. 

30; The* annual meeting shall be held on the fourth Thursday in 
November, unless otherwise ordered. 

• 

31. The special meetings of the stockholders may be called 
whenever, in the judgment of the President and Directors, the in- 
terest of the Company requires it # 
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32. The meetings of the stockholders shall he organized by the 
appointment of a chairman, and shall be attended by the Treasurer 
of the Company, or such clerk pro tempore as they shall from time 
to time appoint ; and, in either case, by such additional clerk or 
clerks as may be necessary. The proceedings of each day shall be 
verified by the signature of the Chairman. 

33. All proxies to represent stockholders at a general meeting 
shall be in writing, atd signed by the person thus transferring the 
power ; partnerships may sign in the name of the partnership, and 
the signature of either member of the firm shall be valid. No proxy 
shall be valid given more than sixty days prior to the meeting of 
the Company. In order to effect the organization of the Company, 
a chairman shall be elected, who shall appoint a committee of three 
to examine the validity of ,the proxies and the number of votes they 
represent, which, with the votes represented in person, must consti- 
tute a majority df all the votes which could be given. 

34. No proxy for individual stockholders shall pass free, going 
to or returning from the meetings of the Company, unless he is him f - 
self a stockholder. 

35. The stock of the Company shall be transferred only on the 
books of the Company by the stockholder in person, or by his attor- 
ney in fact, according to such forms as the President and Directors 
may prescribe ; and the books of transfer shall be closed fifteen days 
previous to any general meeting. 

36. At each annual meeting of the Company a committee of 
seven shall be appointed to examine the books of the Treasurer, and 
report to 'the next annual meeting. In the discharge of this duty 
any three of the committee may act, 

37. There shall also be appointed, at every annual meeting a 
committee of six, to examine and report on the condition of the road 
and the various works connected therewith. 

38. The chairman of every annual meeting shall appoint a com- 
mittee of seven, whose duty it shall be to examine the » eport of the 
President and Directors for the ensuing year, with the accompany- 
ing documents, and to report thereon to the next meeting of the 
stockholders immediately after the report of the President and Di- 
rectors has bsen presented. 

39. The President and Directors shall have power, from time to 
time, tcTadopt such additional by-laws, not inconsistent with the

Col. E» Fontaine then rose and addressed the meeting in sub- 
stance as follows: 



Colonel J?dntaine said, " he thought it was proper for him to say 
a few words to the Stockholders, to endeavor to express his feelings 
on the sundering of the official relations he had so long held to the 
company. He felt none of the excitement which had been alluded 
to, as would be seen, if he succeeded in saying what he intended. 
I feel, Mr. Chairman, something like a father who is parting with 
a son whom he had watched with parental anxiety until he was 
about to enter the world to buffet with the storms of life. 

" I have been connected with this road from its earliest infancy 
to its present maturity. I had the honor to represent the district 
in the Senate when the road was chartered ; when the* company was 
organized, I was appointed the first proxy to represent the State's 
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interest ; thence director for several years, until I was made the 
President of the company. For the services I rendered during the 
many difficulties which attended the prosecution of the work west- 
ward, I have had due credit given me ; and indeed, I now desire to 
say that the meed of praise which was bestowed on me should be 
divided by the Board of Directors and the faithful subordinate offi- 
cers. 

" When the cause of the Confederacy was overtaken with disas- 
ter, and this city was occupied by the army of the United States, 
all the operations of the road were necessarily suspended. Being 
then in feeble health, I felt that I never could summon resolution 
again to embark in any public business, and, accordingly, I sum- 
moned a meeting of the Board and tendered my resignation. Hav- 
ing communicated my intention to my friend, Mr. Whitcomb, the 
Superintendent, (who, though my subordinate, I take pleasure in 
calling my friend,) he spoke of it in this city. When the Board 
met, I was informed by them that stockholders, bond-holders and 
citizens remonstrated against my withdrawal. The Directors ob- 
jected to accepting my resignation. I received messages that I 
should not abandon the company at such a time ; the Superintend 
dent thought my aid so necessary that the company ought to have 
the benefit of my name, even if I could not render much personal 
service. I could not resist the appeals from so many quarters, and 
resolved, if it cost me my life, I would continue in the service of 
the company during the past year. What has been effected by my 
services since the first of April, I know is fully appreciated by the 
great body of the stockholders ; and here again, whatever credit 
has been awarded me, should be in part attributed to the support 
of the Board and the valuable services of the officers in all depart- 
ments. 

" And now, Mr. Chairman, I desire to say that I part with those 
stockholders who voted against me in no irritated temper — with no 
unworthy feelings; and to my successor, that in the office of Presi- 
dent of this company, he will find it is no bed of roses. He will 
undertake duties of a difficult and embarassing character. The 
duties of President of a railroad at any time are laborious and har- 
assing; but in the present financial embarassment of the country, 
he will have a load to carry which I do not envy him, and from 
which I can truly say that I feel a sense of relief. He will not find 
me an opposer when in the discharge of his duty in trying to prp- 
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mote the interests of the company ; on the contrary, it will not only 
be my duty, but my interest, to sustain him in all such cases. 

" If he shall realize the expectations of his friends, and prove a 
more efficient officer than I have been, instead of feeling any envy 
for his success, or regret that I have been displaced, it will be rather 
-a subject of rejoicing, as I have a large interest at stake in the road 
— nearly half of all I own is invested in it, and if he can take bet- 
ter care of it than I could, I shall have occasion to thank him. And 
now, sir, I take my leave of the company, in my official character, 
by again tendering to the friends who have stood by me for so many 
years amidst trials and difficulties, my most sincere and grateful 
acknowledgments." 

After Col. Fontaine had concluded, Mr. John Page offered the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That in view of Col. Fontaine's long connection with 
the Company, ajad his entire devotion to what he considered its best 
interests, a free ticket for life for himself and family, be voted by 
this meeting. 

The resolution was adopted. 

The Stockholders then proceeded to elect two Directors on the 
part of Stockholders, othe? than the State.

Mr. E. R. Watson proposed that the Stockholders should vote 
for two Directors at the same time. "Which was agreed to. 

The roll ^vas then called, but before the result was ascertained — 
on motion of Mr. Page, the meeting took a recess until 4 o'clock, 
P. M., and the Chairman was ^tl^orized to apppint tl*§ .regular 
standing committees.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE THE ROAD. 



To the Stockholders of the Virginia Central RaUroad Company: 

As members of the committee to examine the road, we report: 

All the bridges destroyed by the XJ. S. army have been replaced 
with substantial trestle work and will last for many years. In the 
accomplishment of which, those having charge of the road deserve 
much credit for the promptness and energy they have displayed. 

All the tunnels are in good order. The Brookville tunnel hav- 
ing been lately re-arched wherever cracks in the wall appeared, we 
now consider safe from further injury. 

That portion of the road west of the Blue Ridge is in good run- 
ning order, and may be easily kept up by the addition of a few 
cross ties during the coming year. 

On portions of the road east of the mountain, we found the iron 
much worn, and as a supply sufficient to lay ten miles of track has 
been obtained, workmen are now engaged in laying it down. With 
this and a careful selection and use of that removed from the track 
the road may be kept in good running order for some time. 

The supply of cross ties and wood east of the mountain seemed 
to be abundant. 

In making the examination, we were furnished by the General 
Superintendent of Transportation with all tha necessary facilities.

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REPORT. 



To the Stockholders of the Virginia Central Rail Road Company. 

In. the Annual Communications which it is the duty of the Board 
of Directors to make to you, they have heretofore been enabled to 
render an account of the condition of the company, alike agreeable 
to themselves and gratifying to you ; but, since your last general 
meeting, the war which had been earned on for four years, and in 
which all the varied interests of our whole country had become 
unavoidably involved, has been suddenly and unexpectedly brought 
to a close. The consequence is, that this company has not escaped 
the general loss which has fallen on all enterprises throughout our 
wide spread community, embracing individuals, religious and be- 
nevolent associations, bodies corporate and politic. While your 
Board can not but express their deep regret for the losses sustained, 
and the pecuniaiy embarrassment which has followed; they do not 
reproach themselves with having fallen into errors, which did not 
pervade every class and interest in the country* Their funds, con- 
sisting of Confederate securities, may be regarded as a total loss ; 
but when confiding in the credit of the Confederate government, 
theirs was a common error of nearly every individual in the coun- 
try ; of the banks and all other corporations — and of the courts in 
their supervisions of fiduciary trusts. 

The loss which this company sustained, was not in what some. 
may think proper to term injudicious investments, in Confederate 
securities, * but a very large proportion consisted of uncollected 

* It will be recollected, that the Board informed the Stockholders, in their last report, that certain sup- 
plies were purchased in England. $134,000 of what were known as Cotton Bonds, of the Confederate gov- 
ernment were purchased during the last year, as stated in the Report, specially to provide for that debt — 
the interest on these bonds being provided to be paid either in specie or cotton, estimated at twelve cents 
per pound. $109,300 were from time to time, during the war, invested for the sinking fund. Buf the whole 
does not amount to much more than one month's receipts of last year. See the following statement of the 
Treasurer, viz :

All the other Confederate States bonds, held by the Company, were paid to them in settlement of claims 
for transportation, because cash could not be obtained. It was intended to dispose of them, and they nioatly 
were placed in Maury ft Co.'s hands for that purpose : but few of them were sold. The remainder of the in- 
debtedness of the Confederate States, consists of call certificates and open accounts.

• It is proper to state that repeated, but Unsuccessful efforts were 
made, to collect the amount in notes, or to adjust those balances, 
by taking gold at a rateable proportion, according to the market 
value of Confederate paper. Our losses, as before stated, are only 
such as befel almost every one else, and whilst there is no pleasure 
in referring to the misfortunes of otheft, we may be better able to 
bear our own, When we know that ours is a common lot The 
Board cannot but feel some satisfaction, (besides the sustaining 
judgment of other judicious parties in the country) from the fact 
that all the investments which they have made, were fully stated in 
the last report ; and having passed the ordeal of our examining 
committees without objection j and of the Stockholders in general 
meeting, many of whom are thorough business men, they thought 
themselves well fortified in the propriety of their course. It turned 
out, however, that we were all mistaken. Let us not now repine, 
but submitting patiently to the unforeseen and calamitous results 
which have befallen the country, &S it is our duty to do, without 
any vain murmurs, let us gird Ourselves with fresh resolution to 
meet any difficulties which may be in our path, and try to overcome 
them, as we have done many othfers, that were Very formidable in 
our past history.

The Board do not think it necessary to state all the details of 
extraordinary expenses which were incurred in that period, as they 
will be found in the report of the General Superintendent.

Dividends. 

In consequence of not being able to collect the amount due from 
the government, the Board were unable to make the Dividend 
which was in contemplation at our last meeting. 

Already we have occasion to feel great encouragement ; we are 
carrying the great through mails of the United States, haye fprmed 
hew connections, and the receipts of the Road are increasing, al- 
though the condition of the country is unfavorable to a large busj s 
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ness, either in freight or passengers — our late monthly receipts are 
nearly up to the rate, per annum, of the average amount for the 
last few years before the war. The expenses for restoring the Road 
to a proper condition of efficiency, after the dilapidation incident 
to the war, must necessarily be large, the details of which will ap- 
pear in the report of the Superintendent. They are glad however 
to state, that according to his estimate, which seems to be reliable, 
the sum of two hundred thousand dollars, in addition to what has 
been expended, will put the road into a condition for transportation 
equal to what it was before the war. This sum, it will be remem- 
bered, is much less than the net revenue of 1860. The profits of 
another year may, therefore, be expected to be more than suffi- 
cient to restore the Road and its machinery, to its former state of 
capacity for a large business, but leaving some depots not rebuilt, 
and some bridges though safe and reliable, not rebuilt as perma- 
nently as at first. 

Amidst the serious wreck of the material substance of the com- 
pany, caused by the war, its track destroyed, bridges and depots 
burned, its motive power and rolling stock greatly reduced, it was 
gratifying to find, that its credit with the community and their pon- 
fidence in its determination to meet its liabilities, has so far remain- 
ed unimpaired; but for this, it would have been hopeless to under- 
take to repair an almost uninterrupted succession of damages, 
stretching from one end of the road to the other, and which could 
not be fully realized without a personal inspection. In this condi- 
tion of the road, it was ascertained that the military authorities did 
not design repairing the Road for their own use, and consequently 
the work of restoration was undertaken unaided. 

The company had less than one hundred dollars in its treasury, 
after the fall of the Confederacy, being a remnant of gold procured 
for a specific purpose, and only about twenty miles of its road was 
available for producing revenue. In this state of things, they com- 
menced, on the 21st of April, the Herculean task before them ; la 
borers and owners of materials had confidence : gradually as repairs 
were made, additional sections of the Road were brought into use, 
and on the 22d day of July, it was opened to Staunton, and shortly 
thereafter to the Western terminus. 

No break in connections at the Potomac. 

"Whilst the war has been the cause of an almost unbroken series 
pf misfortunes to this company, yet there is one exception : For the 
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greater dispatch of military operations, ft Rail Road bridge was con- 
structed over the Potomac during the war, which has supplied a 
most important link that was wanting in the chain of Rail Roads 
on the South and North sides of the Potomac. 

There is now a continuous line of Rail Road, of uniform guage, 
between New York and Richmond, by this line. The repeated 
transfers from Rail Road cars to Steamboats, and from Steamboats 
to Rail Road cars, is a serious objection in the transportation of 
freight and passengers, and the time is not far distant, when this 
company will derive a most substantial benefit from the removal of 
these impediments. On the 23d of January, 1867, a period of six- 
teen months, the prohibition contained in the Charter of the Rich- 
mond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Company, against this com- 
pany giving through tickets in connection with Northern and 
Southern Roads will cease, when it must derive a most important 
advantage, both in saving of time and the comfort of passengers, 
from having an unbroken line of Rail Road between New York 
and Richmond. The company is now in the enjoyment of impro- 
ved revenues from that cause ; besides the great United States mail, 
it is carrying the whole of Adams & Co.'s express matter, the mails 
and freight not being embraced in the monopoly : cars with Express 
freight now can run through from New York to Richmond, without 
transhipment. 

Rebuilding Depots. 

Fortunately the Depots at Gordonsville and Charlottesville, two 
important points for trade, escaped destruction ; and the walls of 
that at Staunton are but little injured. The Board are inclined to 
make some experiment of the plan in successful operation on many 
Roads, of allowing to private parties the use of Depots, under a 
well guarded contract, in consideration of advancing the funds and 
rebuilding them, under the supervision and direction of the Gene- 
ral Superintendent and Engineer of the Company. As the Board 
thinks that true policy requires the appropriation of its nett reven- 
ues, first to the improvement of its track, and secondly to the in- 
crease of its motive power and rolling stock ; this plan may be 
found to ensure the earlier rebuilding of the Depots. 

Building Cars. 

The Superintendent is still devoting his attention to building both 
passenger and freight cars, as they are found to be the most valua- 
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ble, but as the business of the company is increasing, more than 
was expected, it may be necessary to purchase some, to keep up a 
proper supply.* 

Sinking Fund. 

Practically the loss of the amount of Confederate bonds, appro- 
priated to the " Sinking Fund" will not interfere with its accom- 
plishing the reduction of debt, which was designed. The policy of 
the Board has been, as far as practicable, to purchase the bonds of 
the company for this purpose. 

According to a table exhibiting the necessary investments to ex- 
tinguish the debt of the company at maturity, the details of which 
may be found in the Report of 1858, the Sinking Fund should have 
reached the sum of $197,949 28 on the 1st day of July, 1865. It 
appears that the bonds of the company purchased, amount to 
$201,509/ To this add $20,000 of Virginia State bonds set apart 
for this fund, making $221,509— thus showing the sum of $23,559 72 
more than was required to be retired at that date. 

Investment in Real Estate. 

The company availed themselves of an opportunity to purchase 
a large lot in the City of Richmond, on the line of the Road, which 
will probably be very necessary in the future operations of the com- 
pany.

Improvement of the Road. 

An amount of iron sufficient to lay between eleven and twelve 
miles of track, has been purchased on a credit of six months, and 
a very large quantity of wood and cross ties has been bought and 
put on the road, nearly all of which was paid for in cash. The

Gordonsville, where the old iron is most worn. A good deal of 
what is taken up, though somewhat worn, is comparatively sound, 
which the board propose to transfer to the West end of the Road, 
There it will last many years under the limited business of that 
section ; and they will bring down to the Eastern end an equal 
number of rails, comparatively new, taken up west of Milborough, 
The sound iron taken up below Gordonsville, and such as can 
be made to answer, by cutting off battered ends, will continue to 
be exchanged until, as the Board hopes, the Road, East of Gor- 
donsville, will be made very substantial and capable of any service 
that may be required the approaching winter. 

Completion of the Road to Covington. 

The Stockholders will not have forgotten, that the grading of the 
Road way was nearly completed to Covington before the war, and, 
but for that disastrous event, which arrested all such enterprises, 
the road would have been finished to Covington early in the year 
1861. As this investment is now entirely unproductive, and the 
work must at some points, be subject to dilapidation for the want 
of the superstructure, the Board thinks no effort should be omitted 
to complete the road to Covington as early as possible next year, as 
the several popular resorts for health and pleasure, beyond the Al- 
leghany mountains will, doubtless, be opened for the reception of 
visitors. It is estimated that it will cost about $100,000 to get this 
last section into operation. 

The Board recommend that an application be made to the Le- 
gislature to be authorized to borrow three hundred thousand dol- 
lars, if it can be done on satisfactory terms, to get the entire road, 
with its rolling stock, in perfect order, and to complete the section 
to Covington. 

Covington and Ohio Road. 

When the war broke out, the State of Virginia was actively en- 
gaged in the construction of this road on State account. A sus- 
pension of four years, during the war, and the absorbing events of 
that period, have withdrawn from public attention this work, so 
important UP the whole people of Virginia, and to this company 
particularly. It is therefore deemed appropriate, at this time, when 
the restoration of peace is arousing the energies of the country, to 
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endeavor to direct public attention to it again* The deep interest 
your Board feel in this great work, is not a matter of recent occur- 
rence. They have on several occasions, heretofore, adverted to the 
great value of this improvement, not only to this company, but 
to the whole State, and they cannot better express their views 
on the subject, at this time, than by a reference to their former Re- 
ports. 

Extract from the Report of 1852. 

They then said : 

" Since the last annual meeting, the survey of the route 
from Covington to the Ohio River, has been completed by Mr. 
Shaw, who had charge of that duty, under the direction of 
the Board of Public Works. This work, being a continuation of 
the Central line of Rail Road communication to the Western States, 
is one in which this company must feel a deep interest, no matter 
by whom it is constructed. From the mouth of the Kanawha, com- 
ing Eastward for two hundred miles, there is not a grade exceeding 
* twenty feet to the mile, being then brought within about twenty 
miles of the point, to which the James river canal is expected soon 
to be completed." 

" With reference to the transportation of the heavy productions 
of the vallies of the Ohio and Mississippi, it will be seen that the 
James River canal and the Rail Road from its terminus at Coving- 
ton, to the Ohio, present a line, for its directness, the mild temper- 
ature of location, and its general capacity for cheapness of trans- 
portation ) unequalled by any which aims at connecting the West 
with the Atlantic coast." 

" Regarded as a line of transit for passengers, touching at Cin- 
cinnati, or passing through the State of Kentucky, who are destined 
to Washington, or any of the Northern cities, this central Virginia 
route, composed of the Covington and Ohio section, the Central 
Road, to Gordonsville, and the Orange and Alexandria Road, will 
be unsurpassed by any more Northern line : and as relates to tra- 
vel, South of the Ohio river, it is only necessary to examine the 

* Mr. Shaw's survey contemplated crossing the Alleghany by grades of ninety-two 
feet to the mile for two miles, and to use assistant power ; subsequently Jke location was 
greatly improved by Mr. Fiske, and the line now passes the mountain through a tun- 
nel, with a grade only twenty-nine and a half feet to the mile. The Baltimore and 
Ohio road has many miles of one hundred and sixteen feet grade, in a much colder cli- 
mate, and with more difficult curves than the Virginia line. 
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map, which accompanies this report, to see that from its geogra- 
phical position, it can have no serious competitor, when the con- 
nections are made which are now in contemplation, A glance at 
the map of the United States, is enough to show that the great out- 
let for Kentucky, Tennessee, Ohio and Indiana, otight to be through 
Virginia to the Atlantic." 

Big Sandy connection with Kentucky, £c. 

" The Lexington and Big Sandy Rail Road company, and the 
Maysville and Big Sandy company, are now actively employed in 
operations, contemplating a connection with the prong of the Cov- 
ington and Ohio Road, at the Big Sandy. Maysville, it will be 
seen, is on the line from Richmond to Cincinnati by the Big Sandy 
connection, and from thence the roads contemplated and construct- 
ing* gi ye a direct communication with St. Louis. From Maysville 
to Lexington, the road will soon be completed, and from Lexington 
to Louisville, it is now done ; but a still more direct line to that 
city, is likely to be made by the opening of a Road from Frankfort 
to Paris, by which the distance will be shortened some fifteen or 
twenty miles." 

A Rail Road is projected from Memphis to Lexington, through 
Clarksville and Bowling Green : thence by the Lexington and Big 
Sandy road, and by the Central Virginia route to Washington, is 
nearer thrn any other route which can be travelled, and when all 
the advantages of its Southern location and avoiding twice crossing 
the Ohio, are considered, it must command all the travel South of 
Ohio and East of the Mississippi, as low down as Memphis." 

"Avoiding the necessity of crossing the Ohio, is an advantage of 
great importance. If the trade or travel from the region South of 
the Ohio river, should take a route by any road entering the State 
of Ohio, it will be observed that the river will have to be crossed 
twice. The engineer of the Maysville and Sandy Rail Road, esti- 
mates that the crossing of the Ohio river once, is equal to fifty miles 
on a Rail Road, and looking to the probability that bridgeing of 
that stream may be found very difficult, if not impracticable, that 
estimate will not be regarded as too much, whether the detention 
or the expense be considered." 

" By reference to the best sources of information, the distance 
from Memphis to "Washington City is nine hundred and forty-five 
miles by Clarksville, Danville, Staunton, Gordonsville and Alexan- 
4 
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dria, ahd hiakifag ohly fair allowances for the difficulties of Steam- 
boat navigation, crossing of the Ohio, and both grades and curves 
of inferior character, we cannot doubt but that the greater portion 
of that immense tide of travel, ascending the Mississippi as high 
as Memphis^ must be arlrested at that point and take this quicker 
and shorter Southern route. The incalculable advantages of this 
line from Memphis to Lexington in Kentucky, are so striking, that 
well informed men believe it must be made, and become the route 
of travel from the lower Mississippi to the Atlantic Cities*"* 

" Kanawha Branch and its connection with Ohio mid the Lakes* 

" Not the least interesting aspect in which the Virginia Central 
line of Rail Road presents itself, is that from Point Pleasant, there 
is only a gap of about eighty miles in length to bring the terminus 
of the Kanawha branch in connection with Sandusky, on Lake 
Erie, by the Sandusky, Mansfield and Newark road* communicating 
in its course with the whole net work of Railway in Ohio, Indiana, 
and Michigan.*' 

" This important connection is discussed by JElwood Morris, JSsq. y 
the Engineer of the Cincinnati, Hillsborough and Parkersburg 
road, in his report of June 28th, 1852. He says : 

" By means of a branch which (under oUr charter) may be con- 
structed from our line in Jackson county, through the important 
town of Galliopolis, the distance from Cincinnati to Richmond, will 
be only five hundred aud seventy-seven miles, (and from Cincinnati 
to Galliopolis one hundred and thirty-eight tniles,) this branch in- 
tersecting the Scioto and Hocking Valley Rail Road, near Oak 
Hill, will, by the proposed continuation of that line to Newark, 
(about eighty miles,) give the City of Richihond access to Lake 
Erie, at Sandusky City, in a total distance of six hundred and six- 
ty-eight miles, and at the same time a coitfplete connection with the 
entire Rail Road system of the West, North of the Ohio River." 

" The connection here spoken of, it will be recollected, is by fill- 
ing up the gap between Galliopolis and the Scioto and Hocking 
Valley Road, and then a cohtiniiation of that road to Newark, from 
whence, to Sandusky > the road is how finished. In addition, there 

* The difference in favor of this route in lineal distance, the avoidance of two cross- 
ings of the Ohio river, the superiority in grades and curviture, and its location in a 
more Southern latitude, will oe equivalent to from two hundred to three hundred miles. 
This road is completed and in operation. 
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is a good prospect of another connection with Ohio, viz : by the 
proposed road from Galliopolis by Jackson to Chilicothe, which 
Mr. Charles B. Shaw is at this time engaged in locating : thus we 
find that there are two lines in Ohio, proposed to be connected with 
the Kanawha terminus, and two in Kentucky, ready to be connect- 
ed with the Big Sandy terminus." 

"Justly important as the extension of the Central Road to the 
Ohio has always been regarded, it has become far more so from 
what the States just named have done, and are prepared to do, if 
they can only be cheered with the hope of our meeting them at the 
State line." 

" The President of tlie Lexington and Big Sandy Railroad Company •, 
in a letter to the President of this Company of June 18, written 
from Louisville, says : ' If met by you, we shall prosecute our work 
with great vigor so as to have a line through from this city to Rich- 
mond in as short a time as possible — we hope not longer than three 
and a half to four years, and the work to be so complete as to ena- 
ble a traveler to go through in twenty-four hours.'" 

" This city has taken a million of stock from this to Nashville, 
and the work will be prosecuted with much energy. A branch 
will take (seventy miles from here) a more westerly direction to 
Memphis, and thus will Richmond be connected with the West and 
Southwest by a continuous line of railroad." 

" The President of the Maysville and Big Sandy Railroad Company, 
in a letter to the Hon. William S. Archer, by request forwarded 
to the President of this Company, says : 

" Through the Maysville line, you are on the most eligible and 
most direct line from Richmond and Norfolk to Cincinnati, and 
thence both to Louisville and St. Louis. There is a good feeling 
at Cincinnati and Newport opposite, and along the line, in behalf 
of a railroad from Maysville to Newport, from which^a favorable 
charter is granted; and you are aware. that a cojnpany is already 
organized to construct a road from Covington (also like Newport, 
opposite Cincinnati) to Louisville, while the whole line from Cin- 
cinnati to St. Louis is under contract."* 

" Take a map and look at the line from St. Louis via Cincinnati 

to Richmond, consider its general directness, its easy grades on the 

whole compared with those of any other line uniting the west with 

the Atlantic seaboard, and that from the centres of the west, Richr 

* 

•This Road is now completed. 
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mond and Norfolk are nearest seaports on the Atlantic ; consider 
these things, together with the fact that you have, or may or will 
have, a water line from Richmond to the Kanawha, or possibly to 
the Ohio, and could I exaggerate the immense importance of the 
scheme of which my line is a small but indispensable link? 

If Virginia had given reliable assurance of her purpose to push 
forward. "*fo Central" to the Sandy, the whole line from Newport 
to Sandy would be instantly under way and completed at farthest, 
in three years, as I hope the link hence to Portsmouth will be in 
less than two. But as things stand, we are not justified in extend- 
ing our line beyond Portsmouth. But of all things, we long to 
hear of Virginia giving absolute assurance of her purpose. Let 
her do that and we will bridge the Sandy in two years, and you 
will enjoy a rolling tide of trade and travel from the "West and 
Southwest only surpassed by that, if at all, which pours over the 
New York roads and canals." 

The same gentleman, in a letter of very recent date to the Presi- 
dent of this Company, written from Maysville, after speaking most 
enthusiastically of the re-union of Virginia and Kentucky, says: 
" Our Kentucky enterprises are held in check by the doubts Engen- 
dered by your delay in determining the terminus of your road. If 
your great State were pledged in tangible form to the consummation 
of the Central to the Sandy, we could more easily raise means to 
complete the line hence all the way to Sandy, than even to Ports- 
mouth, a little more than half way." 

[Ext. from Report of Stockholders of Va. Central B. R. of Not. 9th, 1864.] 

Covington arid Ohio Railroads and James River Canal. 

" The prosecution of the Covington and Ohio Railroad by the 
State, to its completion, so as to effect a connection with the Bail- 
roads of Kentucky, Ohio and Tennessee, is a work of great interest 
to this and other Railroads of our State, as well as to the James 
River Canal. One million dollars was appropriated to this object 
at the session of the Legislature of 1852-3. Although the last 
Legislature, owing to peculiar circumstances, omitted to make an 
appropriation so as to continue its vigorous progress, recent devel- 
opments of the remarkable superiority of that line, in all its essen- 
tial features, over any other communication between the Weston 
States and the Atlantic seaports, and the indications of public sen- 
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timent are such that no serious doubt can be entertained of its early 
completion." 

" This road is two hundred and twenty-four miles long from the 
mouth of the Big Sandy, on the Kentucky line to Covington, which 
is the Western terminus of your road, as it also will be of the 
James River Canal. On this whole extent, crossing the Alleghany 
Mountains, there is no grade Eastward exceeding thirty feet to the mile. 
Two hundred and thirty miles from Richmond it will connect with 
the Canal at Covington, thus presenting the cheapest line of trans- 
portation of any on this continent. The State of Virginia can 
never abandon a line of improvement, consisting one-half of water 
transportation and the other of a railroad, on which a locomotive 
can carry three times as much as one of the same power can on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad — the water-line part of this great 
State improvement being one on whict the State has already ex- 
pended eight millions dollars, and which can only thereby be ren- 
dered productive. 

Whilst your Board feel great satisfaction in the reflection that 
there is now scarcely a doutit but the Covington and Ohio Road 
will be completed, yet they wish to be understood that they neither 
expect nor desire to monopolize the business which this great State 
road will bring from the West. Instead of expecting to transport 
all the tonnage of the Covington and Ohio Road, they look for- 
ward to the completion of the Canal to Covington, along side of 
thfeir Railroad, with unfeigned satisfaction : they regard the pres- 
ence of the Canal at Covington ready to receive those heavy pro- 
ductions that can only bear very cheap rates of transportation, as ac- 
tually giving additional v&lue to their work. The competition 
which must exist for the Western trade between Virginia, Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania and ISew York, each desiring to build up their 
own commercial cities, will bring the charges for transportation 
down to a very low rate. If there was no other means of trans- 
portation except the Central Railroad from Covington, the Com- 
pany might be constrained to undertake it even at a loss. Rich- 
mond might present a claim (in consideration of the liberal aid she 
has given in the construction of the road) for the adoption of rates 
that would secure her the trade which could not well be resisted, 
even though they were less than the cost of transportation. The 
Stjate pride of the Stockholders would be addressed, appeals might 
be made to submit to a great sacrifice rather than let the 
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treasures of the West be borne away to a foreign market. But 
happily for all interests, the Canal will be in place to relieve the 
Railroad of those heavy burdens. It is regarded then, not as a rival, 
but as a most valuable Mend and coadjutor. 

The views presented in these extracts from former reports, which 
met the approbation of the Stockholders at that time, must com- 
mend them, not only to your favorable consideration now, but also 
to the whole Commonwealth. The arguments in favor of this line 
are impregnable; they are based on natural physical advantages 
which are unchanged and unchangeable. Its geographical position 
makes it perfectly secure, as to an amount of travel, which alone 
would make its stock valuable ; so likewise it may be safely said, 
that the mineral wealth of the Valley of the Kanawha, its inex- 
haustible supply of salt and of coal, the very best in the world, (to 
say nothing of tonnage fronf Kentucky and Ohio,) is enough to give 
the Road a profitable business. The prosecution of this work ought 
to be resumed; the future welfare of the State is too deeply in- 
volved to think of its abandonment, and if her present condition 
does not seem to warrant the raising the necessary funds by the 
ordinary modes of loans or taxation, by the liberal use of other 
means, she may ensure its construction at no very distant day.

Central Railroad for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1865, is 
respectfully submitted.

The revenue of the Company was much curtailed by the opera- 
tions of the armies during the first six: months of the year, and the 
failure to collect from the C. S. Q. M. Department the large pro- 
portion of earnings reported above, prevented the payment of 
many debts due by the Company previous to April in Confederate 
currency. These debts are now being paid in an equivalent of the 
present currency, and are a severe tax on our limited resources. 

The revenue of the road since its re-opening has exceeded my 
anticipations, and is now about $45,000 per month. The amount 
stated above does not include the accounts against the U. S. Q. M. 
Department, as those claims are to be used towards the payment 
for rails and chairs purchased from that Department; which pay- 
ment is due in February, 1866. 

Nothing has as yet been received for the transportation of the 
mail. 

We cannot expect the revenue of the road to be equal to that of 
1860 until the farming and other interests along the line have re- 
covered from the present depression. 

Although the depreciation in road and machinery has been heavy 
during the war, the property of the Company is in really good con- 
4itioM 9 aad a small per centage on its value will repair all damages 
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and restore it to the condition of 1860. The net revenue of that 
year, if applied to these repairs, would leave few traces of the de- 
vastation of the past four years. 

After the defeat of the forces under Gen. Early at Waynesboro', 
the U. S. army destroyed the bridges from Staunton to Keswick — 
a distance of 46 miles — burned the station houses except those in 
Charlottesville, and damaged the track to some extent on that 
part of the road. A few cars were also burned. Again, on the 
march to join the army operating against this city, the army de- 
stroyed all the station houses east of Trevilian's, which had hitherto 
escaped, except the depot at Frederick's Hall and the passenger 
house at Louisa C. H., which were considerably injured. Eleven 
miles of fraek were torn up, the cross ties for the most part burned, 
and the iron bent and seriously injured. The bridge over Little 
river was burned, and that over Southanna destroyed for the fifth 
time. 

As soon as this army left the line of the road, the repairs were 
commenced; and on the 1st of April about three miles of track 
had been repaired, and the trains had passed over the Southanna 
bridge. The work was then suspended. 

On the 19th of April General Ord gave permission to repair the 
road and run the trains. The treasury of the Company was empty, 
and the labor on the road completely disorganized, but the work 
of procuring cross ties and of rebuilding Little River bridge was 
at once commenced. On the 26th of April the trains ran to Bum- 
pass' Station, and on the 22d day of May to Rivanna river. In the 
mean time the repairs from Staunton eastward had been com- 
menced, and a train was running between Staunton and Medium's 
river. An arrangement was made with Mr. C. R. Mason to run a 
tri-weekly line of horse cars between Moore's creek and Medium's 
river, which formed a connection for the conveyance of passengers 
and freight. This arrangement added considerably Jo the revenues 
of the road, and enabled us to communicate witfy tfcose engaged ou 
repairs west. 

The three bridges for Rivanna river, Moore's preek and Me- 
dium's river, were heavy structures. For Moore's oreek the tim- 
ber was hauled by rail 60 miles to the Rivai^n^, q,nd thence by 
wagons to the site. 

A substantial truss bridge was built over the Riva^pa, and tres- 
tles over Moore's creek and Medium's river. The trestle oyer. 
6 
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Medium's river was the first completed. The passenger train 
passed over the bridges on the 23d day of July, and the road was 
opened to Jackson's river. 

There is now but one permanent bridge of over 30 feet span 
between Richmond and Staunton, and but four west of that point. 
A new truss is being framed for Christian's creek, as the founda- 
tions are unreliable for a trestle. The trestles which occupy the 
places of permanent bridges at other points, if not carried off by 
floods, will answer the purpose for a few years, and it is hoped 
that few if any of them will have to be renewed until all other 
repairs due to the war have been completed, and even then the 
work can be done so gradually as not to embarrass the finances of 
the Company. 

Since the opening of the road the condition of the track has 
been much improved. 79,191 cross ties have been delivered on 
the line of the road, and the most of them paid for. 31,666 have 
been put into the track. About eleven miles of new iron have 
been purchased, and five miles laid down. The whole eleven miles 
Will be laid by November 1st, if ^he weather proves favorable. 

In addition to this, it is intended to exchange the rails on the 
eastern and western portions of the road, so far as is necessary to 
secure a safe and reliable track east of Charlottesville at any desi- 
rable r^te of speed. The iron from the eastern portion of the road 
will last for a comparatively long time under the limited business 
on the western portion, and the exchange will give the Company 
an excellent track in the east at a very low cost. 

Machinery. 

The locomotives are generally in good order. Two belonging to 
the Company are on the Piedmont railroad, where they were sent 
in obedience to military authority in June, 1864, but it is expected 
that they will soon be returned. One locomotive (the E. Fontaine) 
exploded at "Wickham's crossing in November, 1864, and is totally 
ruined. A considerable addition to the number of locomotives is 
desirable. Ill August it was found necessary to hire four from the 
government, at a cost of $20 per day each. These must be re- 
turned in the early part of this month. The Company now owns 
twenty-four locomotives, of which four are too light to be of much 
service. 
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Cars. ; 

A number of the box and platform cprs were destroyed during 
the military operations of the past year, and twenty box ears are 
on the Piedmont road. The present number on the road is insuf- 
ficient for the business, and forty have been hired from the govern- 
ment, at $2 each per day. These must be returned during the 
present month. An addition of from sixty to eighty cars is very 
desirable. 

Several of the passenger cars are not worth general repairs, and 
two new cars have been ordered from York, Pa., to supply their 
places; others will also be built in the Company's shop during the 
winter. The new cars w T ill have all the modern improvements. 
Some progress has been made in repairing and refitting the passen- 
ger cars, and it is expected that all which are worth general repairs 
will be in good order by spring. 

Materials for forty new box cars have been ordered, and thefce 
will be built as rapidly as the means of the Company will allow. 

Road from Jackson's River to Covington. 

The grading on this ten miles is completed, and the tract can be 
laid as soon as the superstructure of the Jackson's River bridge is 
supplied. The work has suffered a little from slides, atid at one 
point from floods in Jackson's river, but $10,000 will cover all 
damages. The cost of the track, the Jackson's river bridge, and 
the necessary station buildings at Covington, would probably reach 
$90,000 — making the whole cost of completing the road to Coving- 
ton $100,000. This extension of the road would add greatly more 
revenue than the interest on this sum, especially if the White Sul- 
phur and other celebrated watering-places in that section are refit- 
ted' and re-opened to the public. It would gxte the road the ad- 
vantages of a terminus in a town where accommodations could be 
provided for travel, and diminish the distance over which produce 
is to be hauled from the West by tea miles of perhaps the worst 
road between Jackson's River depot and the Kanawha. The com- 
pletion of the road to Covington will enable visitors to reach the 
White Sulphur in from 15 to 16 hours from Richmond. 
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Expenditures during the next fiscal year, 

Besides the ordinary repairs of road and machinery, it will be 
found desirable to rebuild all the more important station-houses, 
and to increase the rolling-stock. The following amounts are 
needed for this purpose, and if expended will probably render the 
facilities for business equal to what they were previous to the war: 

For station houses 40,000 00 

" locomotives and cars * ,,.., 80,000 00 

" new iron on hand, but not paid for , 70,000 00 

" laying track and exchanging iron.* 10,000 00 

Total , $200,000 00 

If the receipts of the road are equal to those previous to the 
war, this amount could be paid out of the nett revenue. 

Casualties. 

By the explosion of locomotive "E. Fontaine," at Wickharn's 
crossing, November 30, 1864, James Ramsey, engineer, was in- 
stantly killed. No other person was injured. 

Mr. Patrick Hunt, while walking on the track in the city of 
Richmond, was overtaken by the accommodation train, descending 
to the station without the locomotive (which had just been de- 
tached), knocked down, and had his foot so seriously injured that 
amputation was thought necessary. 

These are the only accidents to persons which I remember du- 
ring the year. 

In conclusion, I commend to your favorable notice the conduct 
of the officers and employees of the road during the trying scenes 
through which we have passed. "With an equal amount of energy 
and industry in the future, we may reasonably hope to see the road 
and its machinery restored to its former excellent condition.

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BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

VIRGINIA CENTRAL RAILROAD COMPANY. 



L The organization of the Executive Departments of the Company 
shall consist of the President and Directors, as provided by law, a General 
Superintendent of Transportation, Principal Freight Agent, Road Master, 
Treasurer, and Chief Engineer, whose duties are set forth, and whose pow- 
ers are limited by the following By-Laws. 

2. Every officer of this Company shall be considered as holding his 
office for twelve months, commencing with the first day of January in each 
year, but to continue in office until his successor is appointed, subject to 
removal at any time by the appointing power. The regular period for 
election by the Board will be their first session after the annual meeting of 
the Company, at which time all the officers not elected by the stockholders 
will be appointed by them, except those hereinafter provided, ( see Section 
15 ; ) and no new office is to be created, or addition to the present officers 
shall be made, except by the sanction of the Board of Directors. 

3. Ttae salaries of all officers not regulated by the stockholders shall be 
iixed by the Board of Directors, and paid monthly ; but the per diem of 
the Directors may be paid whenever their accounts are presented, and the 
wages of laborers monthly. This section is not intended to prevent the 
Superintendent from fixing the wages of engine-runners and day laborers 
in the shop, 

PKESIDEtfT'fl DUTIES AND PQWEKS. 

4. The President shall hold a vigilant superintendence over all the 
works of the Company in progress, and over all the afiairs and agents of 
the Comply, and is invested with the power of removing any officer ap- 
pointed under authority of the Board, whenever, in his judgment, the 
interest of the Company requires it. His action in any such case to be re- 
ported to the Board for their approval. If any departure from these rules, 
or any insubordination occurs, not requiring removal, the President must 
report the &et to the next meeting of the Board. 
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5. The President and Directors shall make a report to the stockholders, 
at their annual meeting, of the condition of the Company, the state of its 
works, the conduct of its officers and agents, and such other matters as 
they may deem expedient and proper. 

6. A committee shall be appointed as soon after each annual meeting of 
the stockholders as is convenient, consisting of the President and two Di« 
rectors, to be styled the Executive Committee. 

treasurer's duties and powers. 

7. The Treasurer shall make a report to the Board of Directors twenty 
days prior to each annual meeting, and oftener, if required by the Board, 
of the receipts and disbursements of the year, as well as a general report of 
the condition of the Company from tl^e, commencement, giving a detailed 
statement of the indebtedness of the Company, and the receipts from the 
different sources of revenue. Before entering on the duties of his office, 
he shall give bond and security, in the penalty of twenty thousand del* 
lars or more, if required by the Board, payable to the Virginia Central 
Railroad Company, conditioned for the faithful performance of all the 
duties of his office, as Clerk and Treasurer ; and the President and Direc* 
tors shall have the power to demand new security of him whenever they 
shall think proper to do so. 

8. The books of the Company shall be balanced quarterly, viz : on the 
first day of January, April, July and October. 

9. The Treasurer shall require the ticket agent at Richmond to pay 
over to him the proceeds of tickets sold every day as soon as practicable 
after the train has left, and the conductors to pay their daily collections on, 
the cars on their arrival. Settlements must be made with the ticket 
agent, by reference to the tickets daily, if the Treasurer shall require it, 
Any unbankable money which cannot be disposed of in daily payments in 
the office, must be exposed of for bankable money by the Treasurer. The 
money of the Company, not necessarily remaining in his hands for tjip 
daily settlement of claims against the Company, shall be deposited in such 
of the banks as the President and Directors may order. 

10. No money shall be drawn out of bank, except by the warrant of 
the Treasurer, countersigned by the acting President ; and every warrant 
shall express on its face on what account it was drawn. 

11. The Treasurer may settle any accounts for pay rolls, provisions, mar 
terials for ordinary repairs, and for other ordinary current expenses neces? 
sary for conducting the affairs of the road, upon their being certified to be 
correct by the President or the General Superintendent; but he shall not 

11 
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pay any other accounts which have not been approved by the Board or the 
Executive Committee ; and all new subjects of expenses, before being incurred 
by any officer of the Company, must first receive the sanction of the Board 
or Executive Committee. 

12. The Treasurer shall furnish a list of all officers and agents of the 
Company, with their names and pay, to be published in the annual report. 

13. The Treasurer shall be allowed a sufficient number of clerks, to be 
determined by the • Board, one of whom shall test the amount of money 
due on every way-bill, whether for up or down freight, and charge* the 
same to the agent, whose duty it is to collect it. He shall settle with the 
principal freight agent in Richmond at least once a week, and with the 
agents in the country at least once a month. He shall cause the way-bills 
to be properly preserved, and also have the freight books so kept that the 
amount due for freight in money, received at or sent from each depot, may 
readily be known. In like manner he shall cause all passenger way-bills 
and tickets to be tested, and the proper amounts charged, whether to agents 
of the Company, or connecting lines, so as to show the amount received, 
and the number of passengers arriving at or departing from each station ; 
the passenger tickets and way-bills must be filed and preserved for the in- 
spection of the examining committee. 

14. All claims for purchases connected with the transportation depart- 
ment, or supplies for the road and shops, must be adjusted in the Superin- 
tendent's office before they are paid by the Treasurer, and claims on account 
of the construction of the road must be 'certified by the Chief Engineer. 
But all claims of a doubtful character, not under contract, or for purchases 
made, or services rendered by hands in the regular employment of the 
Company, must be submitted to the President and Treasurer before they 
are allowed or paid. 

DUTIES OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF TRANSPORTATION AND HIS POWERS. 

15. The duty of the Superintendent shall be, (subject to the authority 
of the President,) td direct the operations of the transportation department, 
to supervise the workshops of the Company, and the keeping the roadway 
in order by and through the Roadmaster. To ensure the efficient perform- 
ance of his duties, he shall have the right to employ (with the power of 
removal) the following officers, viz : The master of car repairs, master ma- 
chinist, master smith, and yard master in Richmond, all car inspectors, and 
other hands connected with the shops, all runners, firemen and brakemen 
of passenger trains, freight, material and gravel trains, and watchmen of 
fridges and tunnels, and conductors of material and gravel trains ; the 
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removal of any officers to be reported to the next meeting of the Board of 
Directors, to whom there shall be the right of appeal. 

16. It shall be his duty to supervise the conduct of road-master, con- 
ductors of trains, and all depot agents and clerks ;. and shall inspect the 
whole line at least once in thirty days, unless prevented by more important 
business. In case of misconduct or incapacity, requiring prompt action, he 
may suspend any officer under his supervision, with the approbation of the 
President, and make a temporary appointment until the next meeting, of 
the Board. In the absence of the President, he may act himself. 

17. He will be furnished such number of clerks as the Board think 
proper, and shall make out quarterly, within twenty days after the end of 
each quarter, a detailed statement of receipts and expenditures, compared 
with the corresponding period of the previous year ; and annually, twenty 
days prior to the annual meeting, he shall report to the President a detailed 
statement of the transportation expenses, under the heads of repairs of 
roads, repairs of engines and cars, train expenses, depot expenses and sala- 
ries, and any other information required by the President for the informa- 
tion of the Board. 

18. He shall also require of the officers on the trains a report, and shall 
keep an account of all injuries to persons or property done by trains of the 
Company, with a statement of the facts and names of witnesses, so that 
when necessary, any case may be investigated by reference to the record. 

19. The usual tables, showing the stock of engines and cars, materials, 
classification of business done by the Company, and any others required by 
the Legislature, shall accompany his annual report. 

20. All sales of property of any kind must have the sanction of the 
Board of Directors or of the President. 

DUTIES AND POWERS OP ROAD MASTERS. 

21. It shall be the duty of the Boad Master, with such assistants as the 
Board may allow, to keep the roadway, depots and water stations in proper 
condition, subject to such instructions as the Goneral Superintendent may 
give. 

22. For the efficient performance of his duties, he shall employ and con- 
trol, with the power of removal, all the section masters and road carpen- 
ters ; but in case he has to remove any section master, the fact must be 
reported to the next meeting of the Board. 

23. He shall also hire the hands required for the repairs of roads, pur- 
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chase such quantity of wood for the engines as the General Superintendent 
may direct, and timber along the line of the road for repairs ; all of which 
must be reported to him. 

PRINCIPAL FREIGHT AGENT IN RICHMOND. 

24. He shall be responsible for the shipment and delivery of freight, 
and the collection of money due therefor in Richmond, all of which dues 
shall be considered as payable in cash) and will be allowed such number of 
assistants as, in the judgment of the Board of Directors, may be necessary. 
Before entering on the duties of his office, he shall give bond and security 
in the penalty of ■ - ™ 1 ™ 1 thousand dollars or mote, if required by the 
Board, payable to the Virginia Central Railroad Company, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of all the duties of his office as principal freight 
agent ; and the Board of Directors shall have power to demand new secu- 
rity of him whenever they think proper to do so. They shall also require 
bonds, with sufficient security, from all other officers of the Company who 
receive money. He shall require the collector of Up freight to pay over to 
him his daily collections* and make settlements at least twice a week. 

25. He shall pay over his daily collections to the Treasurer, including 
those made by the collector of up freight, and settle with him once a week, 
or oftener, if required to do so. 

26. He shall also have copied in a book, to be kept in his office for pub- 
lio inspection, a distinct list of every article entered on the way bills, 
whether of freight sent from the depot in Richmond, or received there, 
with the amount of freight charged, preserving the original way bills to be 
delivered to the assistant Treasurer. 

27. The principal freight agent shall hire such laborers for the depot in 
Richmond as the Superintendent may think necessary. 

28. All the clerks and agents of the Freight Department in Richmond, 
are to be subject to the authority of the principal freight agent, who may 
exercise the power of suspension and temporary appointment, as provided 
in Section 16, with the Superintendent of Transportation, 

MEETING OP TttE STOCKHOLDERS. 

29. The general meeting of the stockholders, both annual and extra, 
shall be held at Richmond, unless otherwise ordered by a Vote of the stock- 
holders. 

30. The annual meeting shall be held on the fourth Thursday in No- 
vember, unless otherwise ordered* 
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81. The special meetings of the stockholders may be called whenever, 
in the judgment of the President and Directors, the interest of the Com- 
pany requires it. 

32. The meetings of the stockholders shall be organised by the appoint- 
ment of a chairman, and shall be attended by the Treasurer of the Com- 
pany, or such clerk pro tempore as they shall from time to time appoint ; 
and, in either case, by such additional clerk or clerks as may be necessary. 
The proceedings of each day shall be verified by the signature of the 
Chairman. 

38. All proxies to represent stockholders at a general meeting shall be 
in writing, and signed by the person thus transferring the power ; partner- 
ships may sign in the name of the partnership, and the signature of either 
member of the firm shall be valid. No proxy shall be valid given more 
than sixty days prior to the meeting of the Company. In order to effect 
the organization of the Company, a chairman shall be elected, who shall 
appoint a committee of three to examine the validity of the proxies and 
the number of votes they represent, which, with the votes represented in 
person, must constitute a majority of all the votes which could be given. 

84. No proxy for individual stockholders shall pass free, going to or 
returning from the meetings of the Company, unless he is himself a stock- 
holder. 

35. The stock of the Company shall be transferred only on the books of 
the Company by the stockholder in person, or by his attorney in fact, ac- 
cording to such forms as the President and Directors may prescribe ; and 
the books of transfer shall be closed fifteen days previous to any general 
meeting. 

36. At each annual meeting of the Company a committee of seven shall 
be appointed to examine the books of the Treasurer, and report to the next 
annual meeting. In the discharge of this duty any three of the committee 
may act. 

37. There shall also Jbe appointed at every annual meeting a committee 
of six, to examine and report on the condition of the road and the various 
works connected therewith. 

38. The chairman of every annual meeting shall appoint a committee 
of seven, whose duty it shall be to examine the report of the President and 
Directors for the ensuing year, with the accompanying documents, and to 
report thereon to the next meeting of the stockholders immediately after 
the report of the President and Directors has been presented. 
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39. The President and Directors shall have power, from time to time, 
to adopt such additional by-laws,, not inconsistent with the laws of the 
State and Charter of this Company, as experience may show to be necessary 
and proper to be enforced, till the next annual or called meeting thereafter, 
and then to be laid before the stockholders for their approval or rejection. 

40. The By-Laws of the Company shall be published annually with the 
proceedings of the annual meetings.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE THE ROAD. 



To the President and Directors of the 

Virginia Central Bailroad Company. 

The undersigned, a committee appointed at the last general 
meeting of the stockholders to inspect the condition of the Cen- 
tral railroad, beg leave, respectfully, to report, that they have 
travelled the whole length of the road from Jackson's river to 
Richmond ; and find that the bed of the road is in as good, if 
not better, condition than it has been for several years. And as 
it regards the still remaining depot houses, we find them in pretty fair 
condition, especially if we remember the straitened condition of the 
finances of the company, and difficulty of obtaining mechanical 
labor and lumber. 

"We are gratified to observe the rebuilding of the depots at 
Staunton, and such other places where they were destroyed, as fast 
as the means of the company will permit. 

The supply of wood we find to be quite abundant, and of good 
quality. 

We made such an examination of the work shops as our time 
permitted, and was pleased to see the systematic manner in which 
they are managed, reflecting much credit on the superintendent and 
employees of the company.

To the Stockholders of the Virginia Central Railroad C 

Gentlemen : 

The President and Directors submit th< 
the fiscal year ending September 30th, 1866. 

The condition of the roadway, the rolling stock, and

Almost the whole of this sum of $260,337 13 may be regarded as 
an addition made>to the value of the property of the company, as 
compared with its value at the end of the year ending September 
30th, 1865.

It should also be borne in mind, that whilst our charges for 
freights and passengers are but very slightly advanced, as compared 
with the charges of 1860, nearly everything that is purchased for 
the company has advanced at least 40 per cent, in price. Full

Funding Interest

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New Loan. 

Under the authority of the stockholders, and with the assent of 
the general assembly, 8 per cent, coupon bonds, to the extent of 
$300,000, have been issued, secured by mortgage and payable in 
ten years. But $33,000 of these bonds have been sold, leaving in 
the possession of the company $267,000, which will be held in case 
of emergency, and for the completion of the road to Covington, so 
soon as it shall be deemed expedient to do so. 

Sinking Fund. 

The financial condition of the company has been such that no " 
addition could be made to the sinking fund ; it remains, therefore, 
as it was on the 30th of September, 1865. 

Road from Jackson's River to Covington. * 

The difficulty of raising funds, and the knowledge of the fact 
that the White Sulphur Springs would not be opened to any extent 
in 1866, prevented the completion of the road from Jackson's 
River Depot to Covington during the past year. 

It is deemed advisable to make arrangements for its completion 
at as early a period as the condition of the country and of the 
finances of the company will justify it. Very slight damage has ac- 
crued to the work already done from the lapse of time. 

Covington and Ohio Railroad. 

The general assemblies of the states of Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia, at their last sessions, invested a commission, composed of 
prominent gentlemen in each state, with the power to transfer the 
franchise of the Covington and Ohio Railroad Company to such per- 
sons as would make the most favorable propositions for the speedy 
construction of the work. In May last these commissioners en- 
tered into certain contingent agreements with gentlemen in New 
York, of the highest personal and financial positions, who imme- 
diately sent one of their number to Europe to make the necessary 
financial arrangements. The subsequent political and monetary 
complications in that country have retarded their operations ; but 
jiow there is every reason, to hope, that in a short time those ar- 
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rangements will, be completed, and that the work will be energeti- 
cally pressed forward. Should there, however, be a failure in these 
arrangements, and should the commissioners not succeed in getting 
competent parties to take the work, so vital is the interest of this 
company in this great enterprise, that your board will regard it as 
the duty of the Directory of the Company to ask the stockholders 
to take into consideration the propriety of themselves undertaking 
a work, without the completion of which your road must remain a 
mere local one. 

Beat Estate. 

Some purchases have been made of real estate, contiguous to 
the property of the company in Richmond, which were deemed 
essential to its interest. 

South-western Travel 

Connections have been formed and arrangements made which 
give the company a full share of the travel between Richmond and 
the South-western cities. 

Express Companies. • 

A contract was made in August, 1865, with the Adams Express 
Company, by which they lent this company $50,000, and obtained 
the privilege of doing, under proper restrictions, express business 
upon your passenger trains, to the exclusion of other parties who 
would not make a like loan and agree to similar restrictions. The 
National Express Company, subsequently organized, made com- 
plaint against this contract, and upon the suggestion by the Board 
of Public Works that the contract was tainted by usury and was 
illegal, the Board of Directors of this company, on the 16th of 
November last, directed that the Adams Express Company should 
be informed of these facts, and notified that the execution of the 
contract must be suspended, and asked to assent to such changes 
as would make it conform to law. On the 24th of November, the 
Adams Company notified this company that they would expect a 
compliance with the contract. The opinion of counsel was taken, 
which was favorable to the legality of the contract. The Adams 
Company, however, acceded to a modification of the contract, and 
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a new one was made on December 1st, by which the advance was 
converted into a prepayment, without interest, instead of a loan; 
this cured the taint of usury. This company had received the 
money of the Adams Company, had spent it, and had it not to 
repay. Every dictate of honor and honesty required that this con- 
tract should be fairly carried out, unless the courts decided it to be 
illegal, and the directory determined upon that course. An unar 
vailing effort was made to arrange the matter with the National 
Express Company, and on January 1st, they were remitted to the 
freight trains, and their remedy in the courts. They applied for 
an injunction to restrain this company from carrying out their con- 
tract; this injunction was awarded, and on the 11th day of July, 
1866, the passenger trains, without the restrictions of the contract 
with the Adams Company, were thrown open to all parties desiring 
to forward express matter, and so remain at this time. 

Amendment of a By-Law. 

The Board deemed it conducive to the proper management of 
the roadway to place the road master under the immediate control 
of the general superintendent; they, therefore, amended the 15th 
By-Law by giving to him the appointment of the road master, and 
now, in conformity with the By-Laws, submit it to you for your 
approval. 

General Remarks. 

The general condition of the roadway is good; your rolling stock 
is in excellent condition. You have on hand a good supply of 
wood, and a fair supply of other necessary material. Several of 
your depots are rebuilt, and the others will be in the course of this 
fiscal year. We think that your revenues will increase consider- 
ably during this year, and we feel assured that the expenditures will 
be much less. With an improvement in the condition of the coun- 
try, your property will become as valuable as it ever was. 

The President and Board of Directors make their acknowledg- 
ments to the officers and employees of the company generally, for 
the faithful and efficient manner in which they have discharged 
their duties.

In making the above division of the total expenditures, I have 
been guided by a desire to ascertain, as far as is practicable, the 
actual amount necessary to restore the road and its machinery after 
the depreciation and damages due to the war. 

In the last annual report it was stated that the " net revenue of 
1860, if applied to these repairs (repairs due to the war), would 
leave few traces of the devastations of the past four years." If we 
deduct from the aggregate estimated above, $260,337 13, those 
items not applicable to these repairs, such as rent of machinery, 
additions to our shops, and excess of wood and materials over last 
year, except cross ties, there remains as the actual amount already 
expended the past year, $220,160 15. The net revenue of 1860 was 
$359,129 21; deducting from this, the above sum, there remains 
$138,969 06. I think that this sum expended on the buildings, 
bridges and other remaining wants of the road, due to the devas- 
tation of the past, would make the road nearly, if not quite as val- 
uable and efficient as it was in 1860. 

The estimated ordinary expenses are much larger than those pre- 
vious to the war. They were then, deducting cost of new cars, Ac, 
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about $260,000. A careful estimate of the expenses of 1860, at 
prices paid during the past year, shows that they would now be at 
least $380,000, an increase of 47 per cent. This result is confirmed 
by the experience of northern roads. 

The revenue has not realized my expectations based on the re- 
ceipts of the first three months. From October 1st, to February 
1st, the receipts from passengers were ten per cent, more than the 
average of the three years preceding the war in the same months; 
subsequently the receipts diminished comparatively, and for the 
year were 13 per cent, less than the average receipts of 1858, 1859 
and 1860. In freight, as the following abstracts from the tables ap- 
pended to this report will show, there was an almost total failure of 
the wheat crop, which not only caused the eastward freight to be 
diminished, but prevented more general purchases of supplies, and 
thus diminished our westward freight. The receipts from freight 
are 36 per cent, less than the average of 1858, 1859 and 1860 :

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Roadway. 

A large amount of work has been done in restoring the roadway. 
During the war it was found impracticable to renew the cross ties 
on the eastern division as fast as they decayed, and west of Staun- 
ton scarcely an attempt was made to do so. The ditching, so im- 
portant to the proper maintenance of the track, had been much 
neglected, and for sufficient cause ; and especially was this the case 
west of Staunton. 

The road bed east of Staunton is now in better condition than I 
have ever seen it before, and a large proportion of the cross ties 
have been renewed. West of Staunton not so much labor has 
been expended, either in ditching or in renewing cross ties, for 
want of means ; but the road has been worked with safety, by the 
judicious distribution of such timber as could be had, and the ex- 
cellent surface given to the track* About eleven miles of new rail 
have been laid on the road east of Gordonsville, and eleven miles of 
old rail have been taken out, their battered ends cut off and the re- 
mainder relaid on the road. This makes a fair track, and it may 
last several years. About fourteen miles of new rail are needed to 
put the track in first rate condition. 

The cost of the new rail (after deducting amount received from 
sale of old rails), and the cost of relaying the track, are classed 
as extraordinary expenses. It was not due to the ordinary wear 
of the past year, and hitherto no rails have been purchased for re- 
pairs, except a few in the first or second year of the war, since 
the track was relaid with T rail ; and at that time the cost was 
charged to relaying track, and not to expenses. This is, however, 
a new and legitimate item of expense, and may be expected every 
year in the future. 

Leading Rail Road Companies in Europe and the United States, 
are experimenting with steel rails, which cost in this country about 
double for the same weight as iron. The experiments have shown 
that a steel rail has already out worn twenty iron rails of good 
quality where exposed to precisely the same tonnage ; and it is 
thought that the average last of steel will be at least ten times that 
of iron. The metal is stronger, and the rails may with safety be 
made of a lighter pattern. There is a disposition to adopt steel 
on all roads where there is sufficient capital to purchase, and where 
the traffic would wear out an iron rail in five years. It is said that 
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these rails will soon be made in this country, at a cost of about 
fifty per cent, over the cost of iron, and at this price it would be 
economy to adopt them on your road if there is so great a superi- 
ority in them as is claimed. 

In the summer of 1865, we adopted the system for keeping up 
the track in use on most of the roads in this country. On the for- 
mer system there was a section master with from five to ten 
laborers on from ten to twelve miles of track. The new system is 
a division into sections of five miles, with from three to five 
laborers, one of whom acts as foreman. Over from four to six of 
these sections is a supervisor, who directs the labor, looks after the 
culverts and other mechanical structures, and measures the wood 
and lumber delivered on the road. The cost of the two systems is 
about the same, and the following advantages are claimed for the 
new : 

1st. The foreman has but five miles of track to look after, and 
should more readily detect any fault or any obstruction than on 
ten miles. 

2nd. Having only one half the distance to travel to and from his 
work, more time is available for actual labor. 

3d. More work is ordinarily done by the same number of hands 
in keeping up track in two parties than if combined in one, that 
is, if there are three or more in each party, and 

4th. There is an experienced supervisor moving constantly over 
the road, and who has time to examine the condition of the road 
more thoroughly than a section master having the immediate 
supervision of laborers. 

The fact that under the old system the section masters found it 
expedient to divide their forces during a part of the year, shows 
the advantages of the new system ; while for any heavy work thq 
supervisor has power to combine all the force under his charge, and 
thus secure any advantages claimed for the old system. Some 
changes may be dictated by experience to make the system con- 
form to any peculiarity of our condition ; thus far it has worked 
well, and I can but think that the freedom from accident to our 
trains during the past year, is due in part to the excellent super- 
vision the road has had. 

The labor on repairs of road in 1859 and 1860, cost $210 to the 
hand hired. A considerable per centage of this labor was always 
lost from holidays, sickness and desertion. The cost of labor the 
past year, has been an average of $1.00 1-10 per diem, and, estimat- 
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ing 260 days as a year's work, (which is 20 more than an average) 
$260.26 per year. In view of the advance in prices of food and 
clothing, this must be regarded as a very moderate sum, for under 
the old system of labor, the hire remaining the same, the increased 
prices of provisions and clothing would have made the cost per 
hand about $270 the past year.

They have cost an average 
of $1 30 per diem, this has been reduced, recently, to $1 25. Full 
details of white and colored labor on each section will be found in 
the tables appended to this report. 

The first five sections, having an aggregate length of 105 miles, 
have been under the direction of Mr. W. G. Richardson, road mas- 
ter. The remaining 90 miles under Mr. S. A. Richardson, princi- 
pal assistant engineer, who also has the designing and construction 
of buildings and bridges to attend to. 

Station Buildings and Fixtures. 

The freight houses at Beaver Dam, Tolersville, Ivy, Medium's 
River and Greenwood have been repaired or rebuilt, and the freight 
house in Staunton will be completed in December. Buildings are 
still wanting at Hanover Courthouse, Junction, Louisa Courthouse, 
Keswick, Waynesboro, Fishersville and Swoopes. The public suf- 
fers inconvenience, and some additional expense at some points, for 
want of. these buildings, and there is no doubt the revenue of the 
road would be increased if they were rebuilt. I would also recom- 
mend the building of a freight house at Afton, and the establishment 
of an agency, to be paid by commission on receipts.

Three locomotives have been purchased during the year, and 
most of the old stock is in good order. Two locomotives which 
were loaned the Piedmont road during the war have been returned, 
one of them, the Staunton, has been repaired and is running one 
of the passenger trains, the other, the General Gordon, is under 
repairs, and will be ready for use about November 1st The cost 
of repairs on the two locomotives which were purchased from the 
government and of these two locomotives was charged to extraor- 
dinary expenses. 

The cost of repairs in this department has been heavy, but the 

. force now employed is no larger than were employed previous to 

the war, and a corresponding reduction in cost of repairs may be 

expected the next year. The cost of all materials in this depart- 
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ment has been nearly double that of former years, and the wages 
of mechanics are fifty per cent, higher. These repairs have been 
made under the supervision of Mr. W. Qt. Freeman. 

Four passenger and four baggage cars have been built in the 
company's shops and added to the equipment. These cars are con- 
sidered equal in finish, and are certainly equal in durability and 
.strength, to any made by the best builders; and it is a subject of 
congratulation that they cost from $500 to $1,000 less than simi- 
lar cars could have been purchased for. This result I attribute, 
in great measure, to the judgment and management of Mr. J. 
R. Chiles, master of car repairs, to whom also belongs, for the 
most part, the credit of the design and finish. Three passenger 
cars, a baggage car and a mail car have been repaired, refitted and 
painted. There are three old passenger cars which are not worth 
repairs, and which should be replaced with new ones. 

Twenty-two box and stock cars, and twenty platform cars have 
been added to the freight equipment. Fourteen box and fifteen 
platform cars were purchased from the government, five platform 
cars from the York Eiver Railroad Company, and eight box and 
stock cars built in the company's shops. Two cars have been de- 
stroyed by accidents ; one a platform car, which, at the time, was 
hired from- the government and which was paid for when the oth- 
ers were purchased, and the other a box car, by an accident be- 
tween the Junction and Anderson's. 

The force in the carpenter shop is now reduced to the number 
employed previous to the war, but, in addition to the ordinary re- 
pairs, it is expected that several new box cars will be added to our 
equipment during the year. The number of box cars should be at 
least one hundred and fifty.

A new floor has been laid in the machine shop, and part of the 
second story of the carpenter shop has been floored over. Twelve 
chimneys, with iron fennels depending from them, have been 
erected in the blacksmith shop to promote ventilation. A paint 
shop, 140 m 24 feet, and a small boiler shop have been erected. All 
the tools have been repaired and repainted, and the stationary engine 
in the carpenter shop repaired. The engine in the machine shop 
is now undergoing repairs. With this exception, the machinery at 
the shops is in thorough order. 

Casualties. 

In October last, the track near Shadwell spread under the mail 
train, owing to the defective cross ties, and the locomotive and 
baggage car were overturned. The engineer, Mr. Butler, was 
painfully scalded. 

April 21st. The switch at the western end of the Blue Eidge 
tunnel was left on the wrong track, or designedly changed by some 
person. The passenger train was thrown from the track, but no 
damage was done. 

July 6th. The ladies car on the down passenger train was< thrown 
from the track by running over a cow. One truck was broken up; 
there was no further damage. 

August 29th. Some person who had previously stolen a hand 
car, left it on the track between Junction and Anderson's, by which 
the locomotive aud some cars of the night freight train were thrown 
from the track. The locomotive was slightly injured and the body 
of one box car broken up» 

September 5th* The mail train run over and Wiled a* small col- 
ored boy in the curve east of Hanover Courthouse. The boy was 
asleep with his head lying on the rail. It was impossible to stop 
the train in time to save him. 

These were all the accidents and casualties during the paat year, 
and no passenger has been injured during the year. 

The trains have been run with punctuality, and during the latter 
part of the year, with a speed nearly equal to that of 1860. 

I take pleasure in referring to the fidelity with which the offi- 
cers and employees of the company,, under my supervision, have 
discharged their duties.

3. The salaries of all officers not regulated by the

PRESIDENT'S DUTIES AND POWERS. 

4. The. President shall hold a vigilant superinten< 
the works of the company in progress, and over all 
agents, of the company, and is invested with the pa 1 
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ing any officer appointed under authority of tlje Board, whenever, 
in his judgment, the interest of the company requires it. His ac- 
tion in any such case to be reported to the Board for their approval. 
If any departure from these rules, or any insubordination occurs, 
not requiring removal, the President must report the fact to the 
next meeting of the Board. 

5. The President and Directors shall make a report to the stock- 
holders, at their annual meeting, of the condition of the company, 
the state of its works, the conduct of its officers and agents, and 
such other matters as they may deem expedieut and proper. 

6. A committee shall be appointed as soon after each annual 
meeting of the stockholders as is convenient, consisting of the Pre- 
sident and two Directors, to be styled the executive committee. 

treasurer's duties and powers. 

7. The Treasurer shall make a report to the Board of Directors 
twenty days prior to each annual meeting, and oftener, if required 
by the Board, of the receipts and disbursements of the year, as 
well as a general report of the condition of the company from the 
commencement, giving a detailed statement of the indebtedness of 
the company, and the receipts from the different sources of revenue. 
Before entering on the duties of his office, he shall give bond and 
security, in the penalty of twenty thousand dollars, or more if re- 
quired by the Board, payable to the Virginia Central railroad com- 
pany, conditioned for the faithful performance of all the duties of 
his office, as Cle^k and Treasurer ; and the President and Directors 
shall have the power to (Jiepiand new security of him whenever they 
shall think proper to do so. 

8. The books of the company shall be balanced quarterly, viz: 
on the first day of January, April, July and October. 

9. The Treasure* shall require the ticket Agent at Bichmond to 
pay over to him the proceeds of tickets sold every day as soon as 
practicable after the train has left, and the inductors to pay their 
daily collections on the cars qn their arrival. Settlements must be 
made with the ticket agent, by reference to the tickets daily, if the 
Treasurer shall require it. An} 7 unbankable money which cannot 
be disposed of in daily payments in the office, must be disposed of 
for bankable money by the Treasurer. The mioney oi the company, 
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not necessarily remaining in his hands for the daily settlement of 
* claims against the company, shall be deposited in such of the banks 
as the President and Directors may order. 

10. No money shall be drawn out of bank, except by the war- 
rant of the Treasurer, countersigned by the acting President; and 
every warrant shall express on its face on what account it was drawn. 

11. The Treasurer may settle any accounts for pay rolls, pro- 
visions, materials for ordinary repairs, and for other ordinary cur- 
rent expenses necessary for conducting the affairs of the road, upon 
their being certified to be correct by the President or the General 
Superintendent; but he shall not pay any other accounts which 
have not been approved by the Board or the executive committee ; 
and all new subjects of expenses, before being incurred by any officer 
of the company, must first receive the sanction of the Board or exe- 
cutive committee. 

12. The Treasurer shall furnish a list of all officers and agents 
of the company, with their names and pay, to be published in the 
annual report. 

13. The Treasurer shall be allowed a sufficient number of clerks, 
to be determined by the Board, one of whom shall test the amount 
of money due on every way-bill, whether for up or down freight, 
and charge the same to the agent, whose duty it i»to collect it. He 
shall settle with the principal freight agent in Richmond at least 
once a^week, and with the agents in the country at least once a 
month. He shall cause the way-bills to be properly preserved, and 
also have the freight books so kept that the amount due for freight 
in money, received at or sent from each depot, may readily be 
known. In like manner he shall cause all passenger way-bills and 
tickets to be tested, and the proper amounts charged, whether to 
agents of the company, or connecting lines, so as to show the 
amount received, and the number of passengers arriving at or de- 
parting from each station; the passenger tickets and way-bills must 
be filed and preserved for the inspection of the examining commit- 
tee. 

14. All claims for purchases connected with the transportation 
department, or supplies for the road and shops, must be adjusted in 
the Superintendent's office before they are paid by the Treasurer, 
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and claims on account of the construction of the road must be cer- 
tified by the Chief Engineer. But all claims of a doubtful charac- " 
ter, not under contract, or for purchases made, or services rendered 
by hands in the regular employment of the company, must be sub- 
mitted to the President and Treasurer before they are allowed or 
paid. m 

DUTIES OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF TBANSPOKTATION AND HIS 

POWERS. 

15. The duty of the Superintendent shall be, (subject to the au- 
thority of the President,) to direct the operations of the transporta- 
tion department, to supervise the workshops of the* company, and 
the keeping the roadway in order by and through the roadmaster. 
To ensure the efficient performance of his duties, he shall have the 
right to employ (with the power of removal) the following officers, 
viz : The master of car repairs, master machinist, master smith, and 
yard master in Richmond, all car inspectors, and other hands con- 
nected with the shops, all runners, firemen and brakemen of pas- 
senger trains, freight, material and gravel trains, and watchmen of 
bridges and tunnels, and conductors of material and gravel trains; 
the removal of any officers to be reported to the next meeting of the 
Board of Directors, to whom there shall be the right of appeal. 

16. It shall be his duty to supervise the conduct of road masters, 
conductors of trains, and all depot agents and clerks; and shall in- 
spect the whole line at least once in .thirty days, unless prevented 
by more important business. In case of misconduct or incapacity, 
requiring prompt action, he may suspend any officer under ^iis su- 
pervision, with the approbation of the President, and make a tem- 
porary appointment until the next meeting of the Board. In the 
absence of the President, he may act himself. 

W. He will be furnished such number of clerks as the Board 
think proper, and shall make out quarterly, within twenty days 
after the end of each quarter, a detailed statement of receipts and 
expenditures, compared with the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year; and annually, twenty days prior to the annual meeting, 
he , shall report to the President a detailed statement of the trans- 
portation expenses, under the heads of repairs of roads, repairs of 
engines and cars, train expenses, depot expenses, and salaries, and 
any other information required by the President for the jbaformfr? 
tion of the Board.

18. He shall also require of the officers on the trains a report, 
and shall keep an account of all injuries to persons or property- 
done by trains of the company, with a statement of the facts and 
names of witnesses, so that, when necessary, any case may be in- 
vestigated by reference to the record. 

19. The usual tables, showing the stock of engines and cars, 
materials, classification of business done by the company, and any 
others required by the legislature, shall accompany his annual 

. report. 

20. All sales of property of any kind must have the sanction of 
the Board of Directors or of the President 

DUTIES AND POWERS OP ROAD MASTERS. 

21. It shall be the duty of the Road Master, with such assistants 
as the Board may allow, to keep the roadway, depots and water 
stations in proper condition, subject to such instructions as the 
General Superintendent may give. 

22. For the efficient performance of his duties, he shall employ 
and control, with the power of removal, all the section masters and 
road carpenters ; but in case he has to remove any section master, 
the fact must be reported to the next meeting of the Board. 

23. He shall also hire the hands required for the repairs of roads, 
purchase such quantity of wood for the eogines as the General Su- 
perintendent may direct, and timber along the line of the road for 
repairs; all of which must be reported to him. 

PRINCIPAL FREIGHT AGENT IN RICHMOND. 

• 

24. He shall be responsible for the shipment and delivery of 
freight, and the collection of money due therefor in Richmond, all 
of which dues shall be considered as payable in cash, and will be 
allowed such number of assistants as, in the judgment of the Board 
of Directors, may be necessary. Before entering on the duties of 

his office, he shall give bond and security in the penalty of 

thousand dollars, or more if required by the Board, paydble to the 
Virginia Central railroad company, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of all the. duties of his office as Principal Freight 
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Agent; and the Board of Directors shall have power to demand 
new security of him whenever they think proper to do so. They 
shall also require bonds, with sufficient security, from all other 
officers of the company who receive money. He shall require the 
collector of up freight to pay over to him his daily collections, and 
make settlements at least twice a week. 

25. He shall pay over his daily collections to the Treasurer, in-' 
eluding those made by the collector of up freight, and settle with 
him once a week, or oftener, if required to do so. 

26. He shall also have copied in a book, to be kept in his office 
for public inspection, a distinct list of every article entered on the 
way-bills, whether of freght sent from the depot in Richmond, or . 
received there, with the amount of freight charged, preserving the 
original way-bills to be delivered to the assistant treasurer. 

27. The Principal Freight Agent shall hire such laborers for the 
depot in Richmond as the Superintendent may think necessary. 

28. All the clerks and agents in the freight department in Rich- 
mond are to be subject to the authority of the Principal Freight 
Agent, who may exercise the power of suspension and temporary 
appointment, as provided in section 16, with the Superintendent of 
Transportation. 

MEETING OF THE STOCKHOLDERS. 

29. The general meeting of the stockholders, both annual and 
extra, shall be held at Richmond, unless otherwise ordered, by a 
vote of the stockholders. 

30. The annual meeting shall be held on the fourth Thursday in 
November, unless otherwise ordered. 

31. The special meetings of the stockholders may be called 
whenever, in the judgment of the President and Directors, the in- 
terest of the company requires it. 

32. The meetings of the stockholders shall be organized by the 
appointment of a chairman, and shall be attended by the Treasurer 
of the company, or such clerk pro tempore as they shall from time 
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to time appoint; and, in either case, by such additional clerk or 
clerks as may be necessary. The proceedings of each day shall bd 
verified by the signature of the chairman. 

83. All proxies to represent stockholders at a general meeting 
shall be in writing, and signed by the person thus transferring the 
power; partnerships may sign in the name of the partnership, and 
the signature of either member of the firm shall be valid. No 
proxy shall be valid given more than s # ixty days prior to the meet- 
ing of the company. In order to effect the organization of the 
company, a chairman shall be elected, who shall appoint a commit- 
tee of three to examine the validity of the proxies and the number 
of votes they represent, which, with the votes represented in per- 
son, must constitute a majority of all the votes which could be 
given. 

34. No proxy for individual stockholders shall pass free, going 
to or returning from the meetings of the company, unless' he is 
himself a stockholder. 

35. The stock of the company shall be transferred only on the 
books of the company by the stockholder in person, or by his attor- 
ney in fact, according to such forms as the President and Directors 
may prescribe; and the books of transfer shall be closed fifteen 
days previous to any general meeting. 

36. At each annual meeting of the company a committee of 
seven shall be appointed to examine the books of the Treasurer, 
and report to the next annual meeting. In the discharge of this 
duty any three of the committee may act. 

37. There shall also be appointed at every annual meeting a 
committee of six, to examine and report on the condition of the 
road and the various works connected therewith. 

38. The chairman of every annual meeting shall appoint a com- 
mittee of seven, whose duty it shall be to examine the report of 
the President and Directors for the ensuing year, with the accom- 
panying documents, and to report thereon to the next meeting of 
the stockholders, immediately after the report of the President and 
Directors has been presented. 
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39. The President and Directors shall have power, from time to 
time, to adopt such additional by-laws, not inconsistent with the 
laws of the state and charter of this company, as experience may 
show to be necessary and proper to be enforced, till the next an- 
nual or called meeting thereafter, and then to be laid before the 
stockholders for their approval or rejection. 

40. The By-Laws of the company shall be published annually 
with the proceedings of the annual meetings.

Richmond, November 28, 1867. 

The stockholders of the Virginia Central Railroad Company assem- 
bled this day in annual meeting, in the Hall of the House of Dele- 
gates, pursuant to public notice, and were called to order by Col. E. 
Fontaine, President of the Company, on whose motion Col. John B. 
Baldwin was appointed Chairman, and on motion of Mr. John Page, 
J. Garrett and J. F. Netherland were appointed Secretaries of the 
meeting. 

Col. Bolivar Christian moved that a committee of five be appointed 
by the Chairman to receive and examine proxies, and to ascertain 
whether or not a quorum was present, which was agreed to, and the 
Chairman appointed Messrs. B. Christian, J.- Hunter, B. H. Magruder, 
John Page and J. Baylor said committee. 

The committee, after performing the duty assigned them, reported 
through Mr. Christian that a quorum was present, and it was accord- 
ingly so announced to the meeting by the Chairman. 

Gen. John Echols moved the appointment of a select committee of 
thirteen upon the report of the President and Directors and accompa- 
nying documents, but withdrew his motion on the suggestion of Mr.

The books of the office are kept with great care and neatness, and the papers are 
preserved and arranged with admirable system and method ; and we give our cordial 
commendation to the Treasurer and assistants, for the skill, diligence, fidelity and 
uniform courtesy they have manifested in the discharge of their responsible duties.

November 29th, 1867. 

The stockholders re-assembled pursuant to adjournment, and were 
called to order by the Chairman. 

Gen. Wickham moved to re-consider the resolution adopted by the 
meeting on yesterday with regard to free tickets, which motion was 
agreed to. 

Gen. Wickham then offered the following substitute : 

Resolved, That the following agreement on the subject of free passes be ratified 
and adopted, and that the regulations therein suggested be prescribed for the gov- 
ernment of the officers of this company, from and after the first day of January, 
1868, viz: 

Richmond, October 23rd, 1867. 

The undersigned Presidents of railroads, being requested to take the subject into 
consideration, have agreed to recommend the following on the subject of free passes, 
for the approval of their stockholders: 
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Resolved, That from and after the day of the Executive officers of all 

the railroads in this State should issue no free passes to any others than the follow- 
ing persons, viz : 

First. The acting officers and agents of their company, or their families, as part 
consideration of service, and the Executive officers of roads having business connec- 
tions with each other. 

Second. Members of committees in actual discharge of duty. 
Third. The Governor of the State, members of the Board of Public Works, its 
Secretary, and the proxies of the State. 

Note. — This is not intended to interfere with any existing engagements created by 
the stockholders, or by special contract. Nor is the President hereby deprived of a 
discretion to issue an occasional pass clearly called for as an act of charity, or in 
any other extraordinary case.

On motion of Mr. J. E. Massie, Mr. John Mann, who lost his 
sight while blasting rock on the Virginia Central Railroad, some years 
ago, was granted a free pass over the road for the ensuing year. 

Gen. Echols, Chairman of the Special Committee of thirteen, then 
presented the following as the report of the Committee, viz : 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors be instructed to enter into a new contract 
with the Commissioners of Virginia and West Virginia for the construction of the 
Covington and Ohio Railroad, with the following stipulations : 

1. The work to be commenced and completed in the time and manner provided in 
the charter. 

2. The Company to guarantee four per cent, semi-annual dividends upon any stock 
which may be subscribed for the construction of said road after the completion of 
the road to the Ohio river, and, in the meantime, said stock shall be preferred in any 
dividends which shall be declared by the Company to an extent not exceeding four 
per cent, semi-annually. 

3. The Company to borrow such sums of money, at a rate of interest not exceed- 
ing eight per cent, per annum, as may be necessary, in addition to the funds arising 
from stock subscriptions for the completion of said road, and to execute a lien on 
its property and revenues to secure the payment of the principal and interest of such 
loans : Provided, That no portion of the work on the Covington and Ohio Railroad 
shall be put under contract until three and a half millions of dollars of stock, appli- 
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*«&te to a c<m"th*uous lifte to the Ohio river, shall have been subscribed; Provided 
.further, That subscriptions may be received to be applied to the construction of the 
work continuously from either end of the line. 

Resolved, The Company may guarantee the payment of principal and interest of 
bonds of cities and counties receivable in payment of subscription to stock. 

Resolved, That the bonds of cities and counties at ninety cents in the dollar, and 
bearing eight per cent, per annum interest, convertible into preferred stock, be re- 
ceived in payment of subscriptions of stock. 

Resolved, That nothing contained In any contract made by this Company shall 
'have the effect to deprive tire present creditors of the Company of their claims for 
satisfaction out of the present property of the Company. And it shall be the duty of 
the President and Directors, before executing any further lien on the present prop- 
erty of this Company, to secure by mortgage any portion of the funded or floating 
• debt, not heretofore so secured, that oannot be promptly paid off in the ordinary 
administration of the affairs of the Company. 

Mr. John Wood, Jr., moved to strike out of the second resolution 
the following words : "And in the meantime said stock shall be pre- 
ferred in any dividends which shall be declared by the company to 
^tn extent not exceeding four per cent, semi-annually." 

The motion was opposed by General Echols, and after some discus- 
sion, it was withdrawn by Mr. Wood. 

Colonel Fontaine then offered the following as a proviso to the second 
resolution of the committee, viz: "Provided that no part of the 
earnings accruing east of Covington shall be diverted from the use and 
benefit of the present stockholders and their successors until the road 
is in operation to the Ohio River. After further discussion of the sub- 
ject by Messrs. Lyons, Echols, Fontaine, Branch, Wickham and 
others, Colonel Fontaine withdrew the proviso. It was again offered 
by Mr. Branch and rejected. 

Mr, Wood renewed his motion to strike out, which was .also rejected. 

Mr. Branch moved that the resolutions of the committee be laid 
upon the table, which motion was rejected. Mr. Branch then called 
for a scale vote, which was ordered, and resulted as follows :

*On motion, the meeting then took a recess until 7 o'clock P. M. 
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At 7 o'clock P. M., the stockholders again met, and were called to 
order by the Chairman. 

General Echols, Chairman of the select committee, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved, That the stockholders approve of the recommendations of the General 
Superintendent in regard to an accommodation train ; and the President and Direc- 
tors are hereby requested to put a train on the road, according to the plan suggested 
in his report, at as early a day as may be convenient. 

Colonel M. G. Harman moved that the resolution be referred to the 
President and Directors, with instructions to carry out its provisions it 
they deem it best to do so, which was agreed to. 

Mr. Thomas J. Michie offered the following resolution r. 

Resolved, That when the President and Directors of this company shall have c<mk 
eluded a contract with the Commissioners of Virginia and West Virginia, it shall be- 
their duty at once to assume the name and style of the Chesapeake and Ohio. Rail- 
road Company, and to claim and exercise all the rights and franchises conferred upon 
the said Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Company by the acts of the Legislatures of 
Virginia and West Virginia. 

The resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Colonel Harman, the meeting proceeded to elect 
officers for the ensuing year. 

Colonel Harman nominated Colonel E. Fontaine for re-election as 
President of the company, and he was unanimously re-elected. 

Mr. Thomas Branch nominated Mr. I. Davenport, Jr., of Rich- 
mond, for election as a Director on the part of the stockholders other 
t}ian the State. 

Mr. J. E. Massic nominated Mr. N. B. Hill for re-election. 

General Echols nominated Mr. C. R. Mason for re-election. 

After some time spent in determining the mode of proceeding, it 
was agreed that the vote for the two Directors to be chosen should be 
taken at the same time, which was accordingly done, and resulted as. 
follows : 

For N. B. Hill 2,288 

For C. R. Mason 2,160 

For I. Davenport, Jr 1,221 
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Messrs. Hill and Mason having received the largest vote, were de- 
clared elected Directors for the ensuing year. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas Branch, the salary of the President of 
the company was increased to five thousand dollars per annum. 

On motion, the Chairman was authorized to appoint the regular 
standing committees for the ensuing year, after the adjournment of 
the meeting, and then, on motion, the meeting adjourned sine die.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE THE ROAR. 



To the President and Directors of the 

Virginia Central Railroad Company. 

The committee of " road inspection," appointed at the last annual 
meeting of stockholders of the Virginia Central Railroad, have, in 
pursuance of that appointment, discharged the duty thus devolved on 
them. The committee have examined the entire length of the road 
from Covington to Eichmond, and make the following report : 

The road-bed from Covington to Staunton, in the main, is in good 
order and well ballasted; but the side ditching not as good as it should 
be, owing to the difficulty of procuring labor, and the further fact, 
that the trains heretofore used for that purpose have unavoidably been 
used for other and more important purposes. The road-bed from 
Staunton to Eichmond is in very good order generally. Some por- 
tions of it in condition highly commendable, except in places where 
new iron is needed, to wit : between Staunton and Waynesboro'; be- 
tween Ivy and Charlottesville, and between Beaver Dam and June-* 
tion, and some other minor points. 

The side ditches between Staunton and Eichmond are not in as good 
condition as they should be ; portions are admirably done, other por- 
tions done but imperfectly, whilst o^ier portions remain undone. We 
observe, however, quite a number of hands are engaged on this part 
of the work, and we are assured that in a short time the whole wilt 
be in good condition. 

The freight depot at Covington, now in course of construction, is. 
nearly completed — a commodious and substantial wooden structure* 
A very spacious and well ordered passenger house is already com- 
pleted at this point. 

The Staunton depot is an admirable brick building, and in all its 
appointments well ordered. All other depots west of Staunton, except 
Jackson's Eiver, (now little used,) are in good condition and well kept. 

At Fishersville, Waynesboro', Afton, Louisa and Hanover Court 
Houses, there are no depots — these having been destroyed. The de^. 
mand for freight accommodation at these points is very great, espe* 
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<dally at Waynesboro', Louisa and Hanover Court Houses, and would 
earnestly recommend that the Board of Directors give this subject 
their earnest, early attention. 

The improvement and enlargement of the depot at Charlottesville, 
sis well as the erection of a depot at Trevilian's in place of the dilapi- 
dated structure there, claims the attention of the Board. 

We find new brick depots at Greenwood, Mechum's River, Ivy 
and Keswick, in good order, with the exception of the first named, the 
wood yard of which requires better attention. This may be said, 
with equal propriety, of other points on the line. 

The depot at Cobham is old, but in fair order. At Gordonsville, 
the interior of the house looks gloomy. The great disorder necessa- 
rily arising from large amounts of promiscuous freight delivered at 
this point for distribution west and south, might be corrected and 
method be made to take the place of disorder. 

The Tolersville depot is a good wooden structure, with capacity 
sufficient for the uses of the locality. 

Frederick's Hall depot is an old weather-worn structure, and the 
general order and keeping is much in sympathy with the house. 

Beaver Dam depot is a good brick building, well kept. There are 
several wooden bridges west of Staunton remaining uncovered. These 
bridges are perishable and demand early covering. The same may be 
said of the bridge over the Rivanna River. 

The trestles over the several streams along the line of the road seem 
to answer well the purpose for which they were erected. 

From the limited examination made of the shops, they seem to be 
in good order, but would urge on the Board of Directors an increase 
of force, to the end, that the rolling stock of the company may be 
greatly multiplied, so as to meet the greatly increasing demands of 
the country penetrated by the road.

The "committee of inspection" of the Virginia Central Railroad met on the 30th 
September, 1867, to perform its appropriate duty, whereupon the painful announce- 
ment was made of the removal by death of Dr. Robert H. Nelson, of the County ot 
Hanover, the venerable chairman of the committee, whereupon the following pre- 
amble and resolutions were adopted : 

Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God, in the exercise of an all-wise providence , 
to remove from our midst our colleague and chairman, Dr. Rob't H. Nelson, who, 
for a number of years, has been associated in this service, and has, during that long 
period, zealously labored for the prosperity of the Virginia Central Railroad, and, 
under all circumstances of discouragement and disaster, has maintained undeviating 
confidence in the final success of the enterprise, and has directed his efforts to this 
end. Be it therefore 

1. Resolved, That in the death of Dr. Nelson, this committee has lost an associate 
in labor, who, venerable in years, was wise in counsel, untiring in zeal, unmindful 
of self-sacrifice, and faithful in all that pertained to the trust reposed in him. 

2. Resolved, That in our departed friend, we behold virtue worthy of imitation, 
lofty christian principle, challenging and inviting to emulation — and social qualities. 
which bound him to us by the strongest ties of friendship and esteem. 
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PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 



The Board of Directors now submit to the stockholders the fol- 
lowing summary of the receipts and disbursements of the fiscal year. 
They refer to the accompanying reports of the Treasurer and Superin- 
tendent, which will give detailed information as to the operations of 
the company since the 1st of October, 1866, and its present financial 
condition. 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

The expenditures in general administration for the year 1866, as per 

last report, were $627,650 15 

Expenditures for the year ending 30th September, 1867 418,862 90 

Reduction of general expenses $208,787 2fr 

Gross receipts of the year ending 30th September, 1867 $554,510 64

Decrease in Passenger Receipts. 

The decrease in the receipts from passengers, as here reported, was 
made a subject of special enquiry, that sum amounting to upwards of 
$9,000. The result of the enquiry shows that there was an increase 
in the number of local passengers of about 15 per cent, over those of 
the previous year, and consequently the loss was not from that 
source. The Board found it to be expedient to stop one of the daily 
2 
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trains, which, whilst it produced no nett revenue, would no doubt 
have added to the gross receipts of the company. The Treasurer also 
reports that the receipts from Government passengers this year is less 
than last year by $14,776 87. Doubtless the number of passengers 
from the North visiting the South from curiosity is annually diminish- 
ing, and possibly the reduction in the passenger fare might have had 
some effect. 

Decrease in Express Freights. 

It appears from the Superintendent's report that the receipts from 
express freight are $5,621 46 less than the year before. There may 
have been some diminution of that class of business from the general 
financial embarrassment of the country, but it is gratifying to believe 
that it is in a great degree owing to the increased expedition which 
the Superintendent has given to the ordinary freight trains. 

In this connection, it is gratifying to stale that the general tonnage 
of the road is largely increased.

Increased Debt of the Company. 

• 

In connection with, and explanatory of the above mentioned in- 
creased indebtedness of the company, it is proper to state that the 
road has been extended from Jackson's river to Covington, costing 
$117,787 58. Since the 1st of October, 1866, there has been pur- 
•chased real estate in Kichmond costing $9,497. 

Bonds for interest funded have also been issued, amounting to 
#101,963 75. 

There remains unfunded of interest due up to the 1st of January 
last, about $50,000. 

The amount of interest paid in cash since the 1st of October, 1866, is 
#53,920 94. 

Improvement of Roadway. 

It has been the policy of the Board during the year to improve the 
roadway as much as practicable. A considerable portion of the track 
between Gordonsville and Richmond, owing to the peculiar character 
•of the soil, is liable to become very soft, and consequently very un- 
even in the winter and spring, under the operation of the heavy 
freight trains, upon the breaking up of frost. In a state of weather 
such as frequently occurs at that season, without the introduction of 
stone or gravel, there is no amount of labor which can keep the road 
in good order. 

The Road Master has accomplished a valuable amount of work in 
this way, which, though adding to the amount reported under the head 
of repairs of road, will be found to be a most economical expenditure. 

During the year 11,060 feet of new iron has been put on the track, 
and 41,495 new ties. Six and three quarter miles have been ballasted; 

* There is also an amount of unpaid accounts reported to the office of the Superintendent, $28,825 12. 
Hlkis class of indebtedness was not included in the last year's report of debt 
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1,050 feet of additional turnouts have been put in; 2,460 feet of pas- 
senger platforms have been built, besides a number of culverts, 
trestles and cattle guards. 

Two depots destroyed by the Federal army have been built— one 
of brick, at Keswick; another at Swoope's, of wood. These points 
were indicated by the large amount of produce expected to be 
shipped from them. 

Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad. 

The most important subject involving the future prospects of the 
company, which enlisted the attention of the Board, was the general 
question whether the scheme of extension and western connections . 
could now be safely undertaken. This subject has always been, 
approached under a full conviction of the pecuniary interest which, 
this company has in it, and of its vital importance to the whole 
State. Though acting as the representatives of a private corpora- 
tion, they could not forget their obligations to avail themselves of 
the position they occupy to bear their part in promoting the general 
welfare of the Commonwealth, and especially of those interests with 
which they are more immediately connected. 

With one consent for nearly a century, the wisest and best men of 
our State have looked with earnest hope to the opening the line of 
communication between the Mississippi valley and the Atlantic coast, 
across the Alleghany mountains, where the waters of James river and 
the Ohio approach each other so closely. Its peculiar advantages as 
to distance, grades, climate, contiguous resources, &c. <&c, compared 
with any other in the United States, are so distinctly marked by the 
finger of Divine Providence, and the results of its completion will be 
fraught with such inestimable blessings to our own, and other people, 
that the neglect to make every possible effort to secure its success- 
would be a criminal responsibility. 

It is with such an estimate of the necessity of opening that line 
your Board have so far acted, and now bring the subject to your far- 
ther notice, fully sensible at the same time of the difficulty of the 
undertaking. 

Completion of the Road to Covington. 

As a preliminary step in this westward march of your improve- 
ment, your Board determined that the ten miles of track graded next 
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to Covington should, if possible, be brought into operation, and no 
longer remain as a tacit confession that we were powerless to move. 
We need not tell you that in the embarrassed condition of the com- 
pany, and the general distrust of all southern railroad companies, 
owing to our unhappy political condition, the purchase of the iron 
was no easy task, added to the cost of other materials for the super- 
structure; but without going into details, suffice it to say, with the 
addition of some personal security, the credit of the company was able 
to procure it, and the work was done, and thus on the 31st day of 
July the last section of your road was put in operation to Covington; 
and now the interesting question presents itself for your consideration, 
what shall we do in the further prosecution of the great enterprise? 

We will present to you a fair statement of the actual condition of 
the question, that you may intelligently act on it, and come to a judi- 
cious conclusion. 

At the called meeting in May last you were informed that in obe- 
dience to your instructions at the annual meeting in November last, 
authority was obtained from the Legislature for the company to con- 
tract with the commissioners of the two States to undertake the com- 
pletion of the Covington and Ohio road; in which event, by the terms 
of the act passed on the 1st day of March, 1867, the company was 
thereafter to be known as the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, with some valuable concessions contingently made to it. 

The stockholders at the meeting in May passed resolutions of 
instruction specifying certain conditions as a basis for a contract to 
build the Covington and Ohio Railroad, the most prominent of which 
provided that five millions of dollars in money should be raised by 
subscription of 8 per cent, preferred stock; which sum it was sup- 
posed, by resorting to temporary structures at some expensive points, 
would put the road in operation to steamboat navigation on the Ka- 
nawha river, and restraining the new company from mortgaging any 
of the property of the present company, until the road was in opera- 
tion to the Kanawha. This was done under the conviction that when 
completed to that point, a lien on the whole property and franchises 
of the company from Richmond to the Ohio river would command a 
loan sufficient to finish the entire road and equip it. 

Such was the scheme sanctioned by the stockholders at the called 
meeting in May, and in conformity therewith a conditional contract 
was made with the commissioners, a copy of which is as follows: 
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[COPY.] 

Memorcmdnm of a Omtmei for the Construction of the Railroad from- 
Covington to the Ohio river. 

The following arc the parties to the contract : 

First. John B. Baldwin, Geo. W. Boiling, Thomas S. Flournoy and R. H. Maury r 
commissioners acting for the State of Virginia under the following acts of the Gene- 
ral Assembly, namely: 

1. " An act to incorporate the Covington and Ohio Railroad Company," passed 
February 26, 1866. 

2. "An act to provide for the completion of a line or lines of railroad from the 
waters of the Chesapeake to the Ohio river," passed March 1, 1867. 

Secohd. James Burley, Z. D. Ramsdell, Joel McPherson and John S. Cunningham, 
commissioners acting for the State of West Virginia, under the following acts of the 
Legislature, viz : 

1. " An act to incorporate the Covington and Ohio Railroad Company," passed 
March 1, 1866. ' * 

2. "An act to provide for the completion of a line or lines of railroad from the- 
waters of the Chesapeake to the Ohio river," passed February 26, 1867. 

Thibd. The Virginia Central Railroad Company. 

The Virginia Central Railroad Company has contracted with the said commis- 
sioners for the construction of the railroad from Covington to the Ohio river upon- 
the terms, and according to the provisions of the acts hereinbefore recited, subject 
only to the following conditions and stipulations, which shall be binding only so far 
as not inconsistent with the said acts, viz : 

1st. That if the amount of money required to put the road in operation from 
Covington to steamboat navigation on the Kanawha river, with the necessary build- 
ings and equipments, not less than five millions of dollars be not raised within six 
months from the date of the contract by subscriptions of stock which the Board of 
Directors believe are available, and they are willing to receive as cash, then and in 
that case this company shall be relieved from the contract if they desire it. 

2nd. The party of the third part shall, on or before the 1st day of December, 1867., 
file with the Board of Public Works of Virginia, and of West Virginia, a statement 
in writing, showing the amount of stock raised under this agreement and accepted 
by the company; and also declaring whether it is the desire of the company to be 
released from this contract, as provided in the preceding section. The failure to file 
such a statement shall, at the option of the parties of the first and second part, be 
taken and treated as an abandonment and annulment of this contract. 

3rd. If the said company shall file such a statement, and express a purpose to. 
continue the contract with a subscription of stock less than three millions of dollars,, 
it shall be at the option of the parties of the first and second part to refuse to allow 
such continuance, and to vacate and annul the contract. Such determination of 
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the parties of the first and second part to be communicated in writing to the party 
of the third part, on or before the 1st day of January, 1868, under this or the 
preceding section. 

4th. The company will guarantee to those stockholders who furnish the funds to 
construct and equip the road to steamboat navigation on the Kanawha, and on any 
such additional stock thereafter subscribed, four per centum semi-annually as pre- 
ferred dividend on all the stock fully paid, after the road is completed to the Ohio 
river. 

5th. That all the nett revenues derived from working the road west of Covington 
before it is finished to the Ohio river, shall be appropriated to that object. 

6th. No part of the earnings accruing east of Covington shall be diverted from the 
use and benefit of the present stockholders and their successors, until the road is 
completed to the Ohio river. 

7th. The proceeds of all stock or other subscriptions hereafter received, shall be 
applied exclusively to the construction and equipment of the road west of Covington, 
until it shall be completed to the Ohio river, unless otherwise provided in the 
subscription. 

8th. No loan shall be made pledging the property of the company east of Coving- 
ton for the completion or equipment of the road west of Covington, until it shall 
have been completed and properly equipped to steamboat navigation on the Ka- 
nawha river. 

9th. If from any cause the work done west of Covington be forfeited,* parties who 
become stockholders for the completion of that part of the road thereby forfeit their 
stock ; and they shall have no interest or voice in the management of the road east 
of Covington after such forfeiture. 

10th. No sale of the stock now owned by the State of Virginia in the Virginia 
Central Railroad Company, or of any claims held by the State against the company, 
shall be made to any other person than the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Company 
before the 1st day of December, 1867. 

11th. The times named and limited in the preceding section, and in the second 
and third sections, shall be deemed to be of the essence of this contract. And in 
case of failure on the part of the parties of the first and second part to notify their 
option under the second and third sections, such failure shall, in any case, be con- 
strued in favor of the continuance of the contract. 

In testimony whereof, the said commissioners of Virginia and West Virginia, par- 
ties of the first and second part, have hereto set their hands and seals, and the said 
Virginia Central Railroad Company has caused the corporate seal of the company to 
be affixed, with the signature of Edmund Fontaine, President of the said company, 
this 24th day of May, 1867.

E. FONTAINE, Prest. Va. Central

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A short time thereafter the commissioners of the State of West 
Virginia published a call for a convention on the 10th of July at the 
White Sulphur Springs of delegates from the whole country interested. 
That convention was numerously attended not only from West Vir- 
ginia, but by representatives from this State and contiguous parts of 
Ohio and Kentucky, all manifesting a great desire to have the road 
completed to the Ohio River, with a view to its connection with the 
railroads of those two States. The terms of the conditional contract 
had been gererally made known before that time, and were fully ex- 
plained at the convention by the President of this company. The 
delegates from West Virginia expressed the opinion that it was vain 
to expect any considerable subscription of stock from their counties 
payable in usual cash instalments as contemplated by the stockholders 
of this company, and expressed in the foregoing conditional contract. 
After mature consideration of the subject, the convention adopted 
resolutions proposing to raise five millions of dollars of preferred 
stock, payable in bonds instead of money, as will appear by the fol- 
lowing extract from the proceedings of the convention. 

Resolutions adopted by the White Sulphur Convention. 

Resolved, That this convention earnestly recommends that at least five millions of 
dollars be raised by a subscription of stock to enable the Virginia Central Railroad 
Company to fulfil the contract entered into conditionally with the commissioners of 
Virginia and West Virginia on the 24th of May, 1867 — that at least $2,500,000 should 
be raised in Virginia, and at least $2,500,000 in West Virginia. 

Resolved, That the Legislatures of Virginia and West Virginia be petitioned by 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Company (in view of the influence its work will 
exert favorable to the increase of revenue to the States) to pass acts exempting from 
taxation the entire property of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Company, inclu- 
ding such lands as it may acquire in payment for subscription of stock, or by pur- 
chase, during the period of ten years after the completion of the road to the Ohio 
River. 

Resolved, That it be recommended to each county to pledge itself to settle all 
claims for land damages in the construction of the road within the boundary of each 
county. 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the counties of West Virginia to subscribe 
not less than the following amounts of eight per cent, preferred stock of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railroad Company, payable in eight per cent, county bonds, (if re- 
quired by the counties,) convertible into preferred stock, the bonds to be received 
by the Company at a discount of not more than ten per cent. : Mason $500,000 ; 
Putnam $250,000; Clay $50,000; Kanawha $500,000; Fayette $115,000; Monroe 
$200,000 ; Greenbrier $250,000 ; Mercer $50,000 ; Raleigh $50,000 ; Wyoming

$25,000; Jackson $100,000; Roane $50,000; Logan $25,000; Wayne $50,000; 
Cabell $100,000; Lincoln $25,000; Boone $50,000; Nicholas $50,000; Webster 
$10,000 ; Pocahontas $50,000. Total $2,500,000. 

Resolved, That it be recommended to Virginia to make her subscriptions in the 
manner and upon the terms provided for in the resolution relating to subscriptions 
by counties in West Virginia. 

The raising of funds in this way was declared by delegates from 
West Virginia as the most that could be hoped for, and so far as our 
State is concerned, the financial and political condition of the country 
is such, that if cash payments had been insisted on, we could not have 
calculated on any large corporation or individual subscriptions of stock. 

The people of several localities have voted for subscriptions of 
stock payable in bonds at 10 per cent, discount, to the amount of 
$3,550,000, as will be seen by the accompanying list : City of Rich- 
mond $2,000,000; County of Fayette, West Virginia, $150,000) 
Greenbrier $250,000; Kanawha $500,000 ; Putnam $300,000 ; Cabell 
$300,000 ; Fluvanna County, Virginia, $50,000. No county in Vir- 
ginia has voted against subscription, and a considerable sum is confi- 
dently expected from those immediately interested. 

Contrary to our expectation all the counties in West Virginia, 
west of the falls of Kanawha, have made a condition to their sub- 
scriptions that the several amounts shall be expended at that end of 
the line. It was feared at first that this might have a very injurious 
influence on the success of the work, but on consideration it may pos- 
sibly have the contrary effect. The people of the States of Kentucky 
and of Ohio have each manifested a great interest in the general de- 
sign — the first in the branch which leaves the Kanawha at the mouth 
of Scary creek, and would terminate at the mouth of Big Sandy, the 
latter in that which continues down the river to Point Pleasant. 

They have declared their determination to connect with our line in 
either case where it reaches the Ohio River. In execution of this 
purpose there is now an active effort 'being made which promises suc- 
cess to connect our road with the Marietta and Cincinnati Railroad 
at Hamden, being a distance of only 28 miles from Point Pleasant.. 

One hundred miles of the western end of the Covington and Ohio 
Road will cost much less for the same distance than the eastern. If 
the subscriptions of West Virginia can be made available for building 
that part of the road from the falls of the Kanawha, and either Ken- 
tucky or Ohio is thereby stimulated to make connection at the Ohio 
River, there certainly will be no cause to regret their requiring their 
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subscriptions to be expended there. There is no serious difficulty in 
this Company working that end of the line separately, and if it can 
be brought into operation while the expensive mountain section be- 
tween the Greenbrier River and the falls of Kanawha is in a course of 
construction, the cost of that section would be materially reduced by 
the facility of getting supplies from the rich valley of the Kanawha, 
and from Ohio or Kentucky, as the case may be. 

The question of embarking in this heavy enterprise without having 
previously secured an amount of means sufficient to accomplish it, is 
a very serious one addressed to the pecuniary interest of the stock- 
holders ; but to abandon it under present circumstances, when so much 
has already been done towards raising means, would be a grave respon- 
sibility which your Board is not willing to assume or to recommend. 
With the road in operation to the White Sulphur Springs, and from 
the falls of Kanawha to the Ohio, leaving a gap of something over 
100 miles, and that connected by the James River and Kanawha 
Turnpike, none are so skeptical as to believe it would remain long 
unfinished. 

There are plans and propositions not fully developed at the date of 
this report for the construction of this work, in reference to whiph the 
Board expects to obtain more information before the day appointed for 
the general meeting. 

In compliance with instructions at the meeting in May, an invita- 
tion was sent to the presidents of all the railroads in the State to meet 
on the 23d of October to confer on the subject of restricting the issue 
of free passes. The officers of only one of the railroad companies met 
the officers of this Company, and thus the attempt to effect uniformity 
of action has failed. 

Your board cannot close this report without bearing testimony to 
the general fidelity of the officers of the Company.

The ordinary expenses were 59 J per cent, of the gross receipts. It 
would have been fair to have credited ordinary expenses with the cost 
of hauling 800 tons of rails, with the necessary chairs, &c., and a 
large proportion of the cross ties used in the extension of the road to 
Covington, and also for the cost of ballasting 6£ miles of road east of 
Staunton. These items were for permanent improvements and cost 
about $10,000, all of which is included in the item of repairs of road 
and buildings. 

It will be seen that there has been a decrease in the receipts from 
passengers, express, and mail. The receipts from transportation of 
mail in 1866 included the earnings from that source in 1865, and the 
decrease in the past year is only apparent. 

The decrease in receipts from passengers is accounted for by the 
greatly less number of passengers carried on government account.

If the number of passengers taking or leaving the road at Char- 
lottesville and Gordonsville be deducted from the whole dumber, it 
will be found that there has been an increase of 13 J per cent, in the 
remaining travel, while at those points there has been an increase of 
only 4£ per cent. This indicates a decrease in through passengers 
from the Orange and Alexandria Railroad, notwithstanding the fact 
that for seven weeks all the travel between Richmond and Washington 
was carried over this road. The decrease is no doubt due in part to 
the want of a night passenger train during most of the year. 

The local travel would be increased by running an accommodation 
passenger train between Richmond and Louisa C. H. or Gordonsville. 
Such a train has been run at intervals in years past and was well pat- 
ronised. If the company would run such a train six times a week 
for the next five years, leaving Richmond at between 4 and 5 P. M. 
and arriving at between 8 and 9 A. M., I think it would be remune- 
rative to the company within six months of the time it commenced 
running, and it would be a great convenience to persons living near 
the road. Such a train would offer inducements to persons transacting 
business in Richmond to build at convenient points near the line of 
road, where the expense of living would be less and the comforts, es- 
pecially in the summer, greater. Season tickets, enabling the holder 
to travel at will between specified points, could be sold to such 
persons at low rates with certainly no disadvantage to the company. 
I do not think it advisable to run such a train unless its continuance 
is guaranteed and unless the hours at which it will arrive at and leave 
Richmond are fixed. Perhaps it would be better for the stockholders 
to order this in general meeting. 
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There has been a considerable increase in the tonnage of the road, 
as will appear from the following statement:

The tonnage of September, 1867, was the heaviest ever carried over 
this road in any one month. The indications are that the tonnage of 
the road will continue to increase, and that it will be necessary to in- 
crease the number of cars to accommodate the business of the ensuing 
year. 

It may be of interest to have an account of the aggregate receipts 
and expenditures connected w T ith this department since April 19th, 
1865, the day that permission was given by the military authorities to 
repair and run the road. At that date not a bridge was standing 
over any stream between the Southanna river and Staunton. East of 
Gordonsville eleven miles of track were destroyed, and a considerable 
amount west of that point. Out of twenty freight houses between 
Richmond and the North Mountain, fifteen had been destroyed, be- 
sides passenger houses, water stations, and other less important build- 
ings. The number of freight cars was reduced to 117. The road was 
opened throughout July 23d, and since that time thirteen miles of 
new rail have been purchased and laid, fourteen miles of track have 
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been re-laid with repaired rails, eight freight-houses have been re- 
built; five locomotives, four passenger cars, four baggage cars, and 
seventy-three freight cars, have been added to the equipment.

Roadway. 

The track was completed to Covington July 31st. The work un- 
der the superintendence of Mr. W. A. Kuper, as engineer, and Mr. C. E. 
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Mason as agent for the company, has been done in a thorough, and 
at the same time, economical manner. The road bed is ballasted with 
broken stone, and is in excellent condition in every respect. For 
want of means and time it was necessary to put a trestle over Jack- 
Bon's river instead of a permanent bridge, and this is the only struc- 
ture on this section of the road which is not permanent. It is very 
important to have a permanent bridge at this point as the river is deep 
atd rapid and the trestle will be . liable to injury at any ordinary 
freshet. The cost of the extension has been $117,787 58, so far as 
reported, of which about $80,000 was for iron. 

Sothing has been done towards re-building the permanent bridges be- 
tween Richmond and Goshen. The trestle over the river near Goshen 
depot was partially carried away by an ice flood in the early spring, 
and the business of the road west of that point was interrupted for 
several days. The road will be liable to these interruptions at sev- 
eral points west of the Blue Ridge until permanent bridges are built. 
There is not so much danger from the streams east of the Blue Ridge 
as they are not so rapid, but such an accident is by no means improb- 
able, and the loss of revenue w T hich would result would be considerable. 

The business east of Staunton has been interrupted once during the 
year. The flood of August 16th washed out a part of the trestle over 
the Chickahominy, and the earth from a ravine between the South- 
anna and Little rivejgp. This ravine has been formerly crossed by a 
trefitle, the old timbers of which were still in place, but too much de- 
cayed to bear the weight of the train. The engineer of the eastward 
bound freight train, Mr. Seth Mack, discovered the breach too late to 
stop his train, and with great judgment gave his engine full steam and 
succeeded in getting over with the locomotive and one car, crushing 
in the old trestle as he passed. The next four cars, all loaded, were 
thrown into the ravine and totally destroyed; several others were in- 
jured. No person was seriously hurt, but more than one-half the 
amount paid for lost and damaged freight during the year was due to 
this accident. It was the duty of the track repairer to pass over his 
road after every heavy rain, and had he done his duty the accident 
would not have occurred. 

The road bed is generally in fine order and some six and three- 
quarter miles of the worst portions have been ballasted with from six 
to eighteen inches of broken stone and gravel. The ditching west of 
the Blue Ridge is not fully completed. This is owing to the necessity 
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which existed of taking the train appropriated for this service to haul 
iron and ( cross ties to the extension of the road to Covington. The 
greater part of this ditching will be completed before winter. 

Eleven thousand feet of new iron and forty-five thousand cross ties 
have been used in repairs of road, and 1,050 feet of new sidings have 
been added. 2,700 feet of new chords and track have been laid on 
bridges and trestles, 36 new trestles and 10 cattle guards built, and 
2,460. feet of passenger platform renewed. Two brick culverts have 
been substituted for defective or wooden culverts. 

From 1,200 to 1,500 tons of new rail are needed to put the track in 
first rate condition. * 

The system for repairs of road referred to in my last report con- 
tinues to give satisfaction. In January last the length of section as- 
signed to supervisors was increased to 35 miles. I am not satisfied 
that this was a change for the better. The whole road is now under 
the charge of one road master, Mr. W. G. Richardson. 

Station Buildings and Fixtures. 

New freight houses have been built at Keswick and Swoope's. 
Buildings are still wanting at Hanover C. H., Junction, Bumpass', 
Louisa C. II., Afton, Waynesboro' and Fishersville. A new building 
is needed at Trevilian's, and a considerable enlargement of the freight 
house at Charlottesville and of the depot yard, and sidings at that 
point is needed to accommodate the increasing business of that impor- 
tant station. 
* The buildings at Covington — a freight house 100x30 feet, engine 
house and neat passenger house were designed by Mr. W. A. Kuper, 
and are very convenient and well arranged. 

Machinery. 

Two locomotives purchased from the Rogers locomotive and machine 
works have been added to the motive power. The locomotives are 
with very few exceptions in good order. The repairs during a large 
part of the year have been under the charge of M. J. B. Pierce, in 
the absence of the master machinist from severe illness, and his work 
has given entire satisfaction. 

The mileage of locomotives has been 300,405 miles. 

An increase over 1866 of. 36,238 miles* 

The cost of repairs per mile run has been 8.27 cents" 
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Thirty-one freight cars have been added to the stock reported last 
year and six were destroyed by accidents or broken up as not worth 
repairs. 

t Fourteen box cars were built at the company's shops at a cost of 
$759.68 each. Nine platform and eight box cars were purchased 
from the R. & D. R. R. Co., part of the stock of the Piedmont R. R. 
These cars are old but may last several years; they were purchased 
at fair prices, and without them there would have been a loss of rev- 
enue in August and September. 

Ten stock cars are being built at the shops to partially meet the in- 
crease in transportation of cattle caused by the extension of the road 
to Covington. 

With the increase of tonnage which may be reasonably expected 
during the next fiscal year, a considerable increase in the number o 
cars should be made. I recommend an addition of seventy-five box 
cars, twenty stock cars and fifty platform or gondola cars. 

Nothing has been added to the passenger equipment, except that a 
set of reclining seats suitable for night trains, invented by Mr. J. ,R 
Chiles, master of car repairs, has been put into one of the passenger 
cars. The cost, amounting to $1,368 15, is included in ordinary 
repairs.

Casualties. 

December 4th. Mr. W. S. Spicer, brakesman on freight train, fell 
between the cars when in motion in Richmond and was killed. 

In February, a colored woman was run over by the eastward bound 
passenger train a few miles east of Frederick's Hall, and so much in- 
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jured that she died in a few hours. She was walking on the track in 
a cutting and could have saved herself after she found the train was 
approaching, but in endeavoring to reach a crossing some distance in 
front she stumbled and fell and was run over. Every effort was made 
to stop the train by reversing the engine and applying the brakes. 
These are all the casualties which I remember during the year. 
The passenger trains have been run with great regularity and neither 
passenger nor employee on them has received the slightest injury. 

The engineering on the extension of the track to Covington was 
done by Mr. W. A. Kuper, with his usual ability. I take pleasure in 
referring to the fidelity with which all the officers and employees of the 
company have discharged their duties during the year. 

This report would be incomplete without some reference to the death 
of Mr. S. A. Richardson, late principal assistant engineer. This sad 
event occurred early in March after a painful illness. His long con- 
nection with the company, the great ability and the greater fidelity 
with which he performed his responsible duties, make his loss severely 
felt. As a civil engineer, he was remarkable for the thorough man- 
ner in which he did his work ; in purity of character and in all the 
relations of life, Mr. Richardson has left an enviable reputation.

VIRGINIA CENTRAL RAILROAD COMPANY. 



1. The organization of the executive departments of the company 
shall consist of the President and Directors, as provided by law, a 
General Superintendent of Transportation, Principal Freight Agent, 
Road Master, Treasurer, and Chief Engineer, whose duties are set 
forth, and whose powers are limited by the following By-Laws. 

2. Every officer of this company shall be considered as holding his 
office for twelve months, commencing with the first day of January 
in each year, but to continue in office until his successor is appointed,, 
subject to removal at any time by the appointing power. The regu- 
lar period for election by the Board will be their first session after the 
annual meeting of the company, at which time all the officers not 
elected by the stockholders will be appointed by them, except those* 
hereinafter provided, (see section 15;) and no new office is to be crea- 
ted, or addition to the present officers shall be made, except by the 
sanction of the Board of Directors. 

3. The salaries of all officers not regulated by the stockholders shall 
be fixed by the Board of Directors, and paid monthly ; but the per diem 
of the Directors may be paid whenever their accounts are presented, 
and the wages of laborers monthly. This section is not intended to- 
prevent the Superintendent from fixing the wages of engine-runners, 
and day-laborers in the shop. 

president's duties and powers. 

4. The President shall hold a vigilant superintendence over all the 
works of the company in progress, and over all the affairs and agents 
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of the company, and is invested with the power of removing any offi- 
cer appointed under authority of the Board, whenever, in his judg- 
ment, the interest of the company requires it. His action in any such 
•case to be, reported to the Board for their approval. If any departure 
from these rules, or any insubordination occurs, not requiring removal, 
the President must report the fact to the next meeting of the Board. 

5. The President and Directors shall make a report to the stock- 
holders, at their annual meeting, of the condition of the company, the 
state of its works, the conduct of its officers and agents, and such 
other matters as they may deem expedient and proper. 

6. A committee shall be appointed as soon after each annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders as is convenient, consisting of the President 
.and two Directors, to be styled the executive committee. 

treasurer's duties and powers. 

7. The Treasurer shall make a report to the Board of Directors 
twenty days prior to each annual meeting, and oftener, if required by 
the Board, of the receipts and disbursements of the year, as well as a 
general report of the condition of the company from the commence- 
ment, giving a detailed statement of the indebtedness of the compa- 
ny, and the receipts from tlie different sources of revenue. Before 
entering on the duties of his office, he shall give bond and security, in 
the penalty of twenty thousand dollars, or more if required by the 
Board, payable to the Virginia Central railroad company, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of all the duties of his office, as Clerk 
und Treasurer; and the President and Directors shall have the pow- 
«er to demand new security of him whenever they shall think proper 
to do so. 

8. The books of the company shall be balanced quarterly, viz; on 
the first day of January, April, July and October. 

9. The Treasurer shall require the ticket agent at Richmond to pay 
over to him the proceeds of tickets sold every day as soon as practica- 
ble after the train has left, and the conductors to pay their daily col- 
lections on the cars on their arrival. Settlements must be made with 
the ticket agent, by reference to the tickets daily, if the Treasurer 
shall require it. Any unbankable money which cannot be disposed 
of in daily payments in the office, must be disposed of for bankable 
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money by the Treasurer. The money of the company, not necessari- 
ly remaining in his hands for the daily settlement of claims against 
the company, shall be deposited in such of the banks as the President 
and Directors may order. 

10. No money shall be drawn out of bank, except by the warrant 
of the Treasurer, countersigned by the acting President; and every 
warrant shall express on its face on what account it was drawn. 

11. The Treasurer may settle any accounts for pay rolls, provisions, 
materials for ordinary repairs, and for other ordinary current expen- 
ses necessary for conducting the affairs of the road, upon their being 
certified to be correct by the President or the General Superintendent: 
but he shall not pay any other accounts which have not been approved 
by the Board or the executive committee ; and all new subjects of ex- 
penses, before being incurred by any officer of the company, must first 
receive the sanction of the Board or executive committee. 

12. The Treasurer shall furnish a list of all officers and agents of 
the company, with their names and pay, to be published in the annu- 
al report. 

13. The Treasurer shall be allowed a suflScent number of clerks, to 
be determined by the Board, one of whom shall test the amount of 
money due on every way-bill, whether for up or down freight, and 
charge the same to the agent, whose duty it is to collect it. He shall 
settle with the principal freight agent in Richmond at least once a 
week, and with the agents in the country at least once a month. He 
shall cause the way-bills to be properly preserved, and also have the 
freight books so kept that the amount due for freight in money, re- 
vived at or sent from each depot, may readily be known. In like 
unanner he shall cause all passenger way-bills and tickets to be tested, 
:and the proper amounts charged, whether to agents of the company, 
or connecting lines, so as to show the amount received, and the num- 
ber of passengers arriving at or departing from each station; the pas- 
senger tickets and way-bills must be filed and preserved for the in- 
spection of the examining committee. 

14. All claims for purchases connected with the transportation de- 
partment, or supplies for the road and shops, must be adjusted in the 
Superintendent's office before they arc paid by the Treasurer, and 
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claims on account of the construction of" the road must be certified bv 
the Chief Engineer. But all claims of a doubtful character, not un- 
der contract, or for purchases made, or services rendered by hands in 
the regular employment of the company, must be submitted to the 
President and Treasurer before they arc allowed or paid. 

DUTIES OF GENEUAL SUPERINTENDENT OF TRANSPORTATION AND 

HIS POWERS. 

15. The duty of the Superintendent shall be, (subject to the au- 
thority of the President,) to direct the operations of the transporta- 
tion department, to supervise the workshops of the company, and the 
keeping the roadway in order by and through the roadmaster. To- 
ensure the efficient performance of his duties, he shall have the right 
to employ (with the power of removal) the following officers, viz : 
The master of car repairs, master machinist, master smith, and yard 
master in Richmond, all car inspectors, and other hands connected with 
the shops, all runners, firemen and brakemen of passenger trains,, 
freight, material and gravel trains, and watchmen of bridges and tun- 
nels, and conductors of material and gravel trains; the removal of 
any officers to be reported to the next meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors, to whom there shall be the right of appeal. 

16. It shall be his duty to supervise the conduct of rood masters,, 
conductors of trains, and all depot agents and clerks; and shall in- 
spect the whole line at least once in thirty days, unless prevented by 
more important business. In case of misconduct or incapacity, re- 
quiring prompt action ; he may suspend any officer under his supervi- 
sion, with the approbation of the President, and make a temporary 
appointment until the next meeting of the Board. In the absence of 
the President, he may act himself. 

17. He will be furnished such number of clerks as the Board think 
proper, and shall make out quarterly, within twenty days after the 
end of each quarter, a detailed statement of receipts and expenditures, 
compared with the corresponding period of the previous year; and 
annually, twenty days prior to the annual meeting, he shall report to 
the President a detailed statement of the transportation expenses, un- 
der the heads of repairs of roads, repairs of engines and cars, train 
expenses, depot expenses, and salaries, and any other information re- 
quired by the President for the information of the Board. 
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18. He shall also require of the officers on the trains a report, and 
-shall keep an account of all injuries to persons or property done by 
trains of the company, with a statement of the facts and names of 
witnesses, so that, when necessary, any case may be investigated by 
^reference to the record. 

19. The usual tables, showing the stock of engines and cars, mate- 
rials, classification of business done by the company, and any others 
required by the legislature, shall accompany his annual report. 

20. All sales of property of any kind mast have the sanction of 
.the Board of Directors or of the President. 

DUTIES AND POWEItS OK ItOAD MASTERS. 

21. It shall be the duty of the Road Master, with such assistants 
ias the Board may allow, to keep the roadway, depots and water stations 
in proper condition, subject to such instructions as the General Super- 
intendent may give. . 

22. For the efficient performance of his duties, he shall employ and 
•control, with the power of removal, all the section masters and road 
^carpenters ; but in case he has to remove any Section master, the feet 
must be reported to the next meeting of the Board, 

23. He shall also hire the hands required for the repairs of roads, 
purchase such quantity of weed for the engines as the General Super- 
intendent may direct, and timber along the line of the road for re- 
pairs; all of which must be reported to him. 

PRINCIPAL FREIGHT AGENT IX RICHMOND. 

24. He shall be responsible for the shipment and delivery of freight, 
and the collection of money due therefor in Richmond, all of which 
dues shall be considered as payable in cash, and will be allowed such 
number of assistants as in the judgment of the Board of Directors, 
may be necessary. Before entering on the duties of his office, he shall 

give bond and security in the penalty of thousand dollars, or 

more if required by the Board, payable to the Virginia Central rail- 
road company, conditioned for the faithful performance of all the du- 
ties of his office as Principal Freight Agent; and the Board of Di- 
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rectors shall have power to demand new security of him whenever 
they think proper to do so. They shall also require bonds, with suf- 
ficient security, from all other officers of the company who receive 
money. He shall require the collector of up freight to pay over to 
him his daily collections, and make settlements at least twice a week. 

25. He shall pay over his daily collections to the Treasurer includ- 
ing those made by the collector of up freight, and settle with him 
once a week, or oftener, if required to do so. 

26. He shall also have copied in a book, to be kept in his office for 
public inspection, a distinct list of every article entered on the way- 
bills, whether of freight sent from the depot in Richmond, or received 
there, with the amount of freight charged, preserving the original 
way-bills to be delivered to the assistant treasurer. 

27. The Principal Freight Agent shall hire such laborers for the 
depot in Richmond as the Superintendent may think necessary. 

28. All the clerks and agents in the freight department in Rich- 
mond are to be subject to the authority of the Principal Freight 
Agent, who may exercise the power of suspension and temporary ap- 
pointment, as provided in section 16, with the Superintendent of 
Transportation. 

MEETINU OF THE STOCK UOI,DEliS. 

29. The general meeting of the stockholders, both annual and 
extra, shall be held at Richmond, unless otherwise ordered by a vote 
of the stockholders. 

30. The annual meeting shall be held on the fourth Thursday in 
November, unless otherwise ordered. 

31. The special meetings of the stockholders may be called when- 
ever, in the judgment of the President and Directors, the interest of 
the company requires it. 

32. The meetings of the stockholders shall be organized by the ap- 
pointment of a chairman, and shall be attended by the Treasurer of 
the company, or such clerk pro tempore as they shall from time to 
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time appoint; and, in either case, by such additional clerk or clerk* 
as may be necessary. The proceedings of each day shall be verified 
by the signature of the chairman. 

33. All proxies to represent stockholders at a general meeting shall 
be in writing, and signed by the person thus transferring the power; 
partnerships may sign in the name of the partnership, and the signature 
of either member of the firm shall be valid. No proxy shall be va- 
lid given more than sixty days prior to the meeting of the company. 
In order to effect the organization of the company, a chairman shall be 
elected, who shall appoint a committee of three to examine the validi- 
ty of the proxies, and the number of votes they represent, which,, 
with the votes represented in person, must constitute a majority of all 
the votes which could be given. 

34. No proxy for individual stockholders shall pass free, going to 
or returning from the meetings of the company, unless he is himself 
a stockholder. 

35. The stock of the company shall be transferred only on the 
books of the company by the stockholder in person, or by his attorney 
in fact, according to such forms as the President and Directors may 
prescribe; and the books of transfer shall be closed fifteen days pre- 
vious to any general meeting. 

36. At each annual meeting of the company a committee of seven 
shall be appointed to examine the books of the Treasurer, and report 
to the next annual meeting. In the discharge of this duty any three 
of the committee may act. 

37. There shall also be appointed at every annual meeting a com- 
mittee of six, to examine and report on the condition of the road and 
the various works connected therewith. 

38. The chairman of every annual meeting shall appoint a com- 
mittee of seven, whose duty it shall be to examine the report of the 
President and Directors for the ensuing year, with the accompanying 
documents, and to report thereon to the next meeting of the stock- 
holders, immediately after the report of the President and Directors 
has been presented. 
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39. The President and Directors shall have power, from time to 
time, to adopt such additional by-laws, not inconsistent with the laws 
<of the State and charter oi this company, as experience may show to 
be necessary and proper to be enforced, till the next annual or called 
meeting thereafter, and then to be laid before the stockholders for their 
approval or rejection. 

40. The By-Laws of the company shall be published annually with 
the proceedings of the annual meetings. 
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
